I.     Gen.   John   B.   Gordon  is  Dead! 

The  noble,  gallant,  chivalrous  and  patriotic  John  B.  Gordon, 
the  most  honored  and  beloved  of  all  our  comrades,  is  no  more.  He 
has  passed  over  the  river  and  now  rests  with  his  comrades  on  the 
other  side. 

No  announcement  could  cause  more  poignant  sorrow  to  the 
survivors  of  the  Confederate  Armies  than  this  brief  statement. 

Skillful  in  command,  with  ability  second  only  to  the  immortal 
Lee;  brave  in  action  beyond  compare;  shirking  no  responsibility 
and  fearing  no  danger  in  battle-rhe  was  an  ideal  soldier. 

In  civil  life,  ever  looking  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the 
vState  of  which  he  was  Chief  Executive  and  whom  he  represented  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States;  constantly  laboring  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  condition  of  those  with  whom  he  was  associated — 
he  was  a  model  citizen. 

As  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Confederate  Veter- 
ans' organization  from  its  birth  to  his  death,  he  ever  threw  his  pow- 
erful influence  to  the  betterment  of  the  affairs  of  his  old  army 
associates,  or  those  dependent  on  them. 

Full  of  love  for  all,  pure  in  mind,  heart  and  behavior,  a  con- 
sistent follower  of  his  Maker,  he  was  possibly  the  greatest  repre- 
sentative of  the  old  courtly  Southern  gentleman,  and  his  place 
cannot  be  filled. 

*  II.  His  brilliant  military  career  is  an  open  book,  known  and 
read  of  all  men,  and  no  words  of  the  Commanding  General  can  add 
aught  to  it. 

III.  Each  camp  of  this  Federation  Will  at  once  take  such 
action  as  it  deems  best  calculated  to  express  its  esteem,  affection 
and  mourning  for  the  memory  of  the  distinguished  dead.

I.  Inasmuch  as  there  exists  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  action 
taken  by  the  New  Orleans  Convention  as  to  the  publication  of  the 
Rosters  of  the  Confederate  and  Union  Armies,  the  General  Com- 
manding makes  the  subjoined  extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention  : 

Extracts  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  United  Confederate  Veteran 
Convention  held  at  New  Orleans,  Friday,  May  22,  1903. 

The  first  resolution  was  one  by  General  Stephen  D.  Lee,  as  follows  : 

"Whereas,  At  the  second  session  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Congress,  a 
provision  was  inserted  in  House  Resolution  16, 02l,  an  act  making  appropriation 
for  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Government,  making 
special  provision  for  the  compilation  and  publication,  under  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  of  valuable  historical  data  relative  to  both  Union  and  Con- 
federate Soldiers  in  the  following  words,  to-wit : 

'  "  Provided,  That  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  the  Chief 
of  the  Record  and  Pension  office  shall  compile  from  such  records  as  are  in  the 
possession  of  the  United  States  and  from  such  other  authentic  records  as  may 
be  obtained  by  loan  from  the  various  States  and  other  official  sources,  a  com- 
plete raster  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  Union  and  Confederate  Armies.' 

"In  order  that  a  formal  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  United  Con- 
federate Veterans  of  the  broad  and  patriotic  action  of  the  General  Government, 
be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  in  Annual  Reunion 
assembled,  recognize  in  the  publication  of  a  complete  roster  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men  by  the  National  Government,  a  just  and  patriotic  appreciation  of 
the  heroism  of  the  American  soldiers. 

"That  we  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  lion.  Elihu 
Root,  and  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  their  action  by  which  the 
names  of  all  Confederate  Soldiers  will  be  preserved  and  perpetuated; 

"  Resolved  further,  That  in  order  to  enable  the  Government  to  carry 
out  this  beneficent  purpose,  all  Confederate  Soldiers  and  their  descendants,  who 
have  in  their  posssession  any  original  records  containing  the  names  of  Con- 
federate soldiers  are  earnestly  requested  to  transmit  them  promptly  to  the 
Governors  of  their  respective  States  in  order  that  they  may  in  turn  send  the 
same  to  the  Secretary  of  War." 

General  Joseph  Wheeler,  in  his  speech,  said  :  "The  Secretary  gives  the 
assurance  that  immediately  on  being  received  the  papers  will  be  copied  and 
returned  to  the  persons  sending  them." 

J.  Taylor  Stratton,  of  Richmond,  moved  an  amendment  to  the  resolutions 
providing  that  the  general  officers  of  the  Association  recommend  three  com- 
missioned officers  1"  ■  <  Secretary  of  War  to  assist  in  the  compilation.  If  they 
were  going  to  do  it  tl       iselves,  the  Confederates  did   not  want  it. 

This  sentiment  did  not  meet  with  approval,

A  comrade  suggested  that  many  of  the  rosters  had  been  destroyed  and  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  have  the  missing  rolls  made  up  from  the  memory  of 
the  surviving  members  of  the  companies. 

General  Lee  said  :  "  That  this  resolution  was  one  of  the  most  important 
things  before  the  Convention.  The  Government  wanted  only  official  and 
original  manuscripts.  That  was  the  law,  and  they  would  have  to  comply  with 
the  law." 

As  to  the  fairness  of  the  compilation,  General  L,ee  said  that  he  had  had 
occasion  to  examine  some  of  the  work  of  this  character,  and  he  had  been 
amazed  at  the  absolute  fairness  with  which  the  records  had  been  compiled. 
The  States  were  too  poor  to  undertake  this  work.  There  would  be  a  great  deal 
of  expense  in  making  up  this  record,  and  information  had  to  be  gathered  from 
all  sources.  This  had  to  be  dovetailed  into  a  complete  and  accurate  record. 
Was  ever  a  greater  honor  paid  to  the  Confederate  Soldier  than  during  his  life 
-to  place  his  record  alongside  that  of  the  Union  Soldier  ?  If  that  did  not  recognize 
the  purity,  the  honor  and  the  integrity  of  his  cause,  he  did  not  know  what  kind 
of  recognition  they  wanted.  It  was  a  wonderful  step  forward.  He  hoped  that 
there  would  be  no  dissenting  voice  to  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Stratton  then  withdrew  his  amendment. 

General  Cabell  said  that  he  wanted  every  man  who  served  under  him  to 
bring  every  paper  he  had,  and  nearly  all  of  them  had  some  documents  which 
would  be  valuable  to  this  compilation.  He  appealed  to  them  to  help  make  this 
record  as  complete  and  full  as  possible. 

The  resolutions  was  then  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice. 

II.  The  General  Commanding  learns  with  much  concern  that 
there  is  an  attempt  to  be  made  to  supply  missing  rolls  from  memory, 
or  from  sources  not  authentic.  Such  a  course  was  not  contemplated 
in  the  action  of  the  Convention,  nor  desired  by  the  Secretary  of 
War.  The  earnest  efforts  of  all  Confederate  Soldiers  should  be  put 
forth  to  have  the  roster  complete  and  accurate,  but  data  should  be 
furnished  only  along  the  lines  indicated.  Too  much  care  cannot  be 
taken  in  the  matter,  and  the  General  Commanding  feels  that  every 
member  of  our  organization  will  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of 
the  Convention  as  stated  in  the  resolutions. 

III.  As  this  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance,  the  General  Com- 
manding calls  upon  the  press  of  the  country  (always  ready  to  aid 
every  good  word  and  work)  to  give  wide  publicity  to  this  order.

"DEA.R  Sm:  In  response  to  your  letter -of  the  4th  instant,  in  which  you 
suggest  that  the  Secretary  of  War  assign  some  ex-Confederate  officers  familiar 
with  Confederate  muster  rolls  to  assist  the  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension 
Office  in  his  compilation  of  the  recently  authorized  roster  of  the  Union  and  Con- 
federate Armies,  I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  advise  you  that  it  is 
unnecessary  to  make  such  an  assignment,  because  the  principal  ex-Confederate 
officers  who  assisted  in  the  compilation  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  Union  and 
Confederate  Armies  are  now  on  duty  in  the  Record  and  Pension  Office,  so  that 
their  services  will  be  readily  available  whenever  they  are  required  or  can  be 
utilized  to  advantage.

I.  The  Lieutenant-General  Commanding"  directs  that 
careful  attention  be  given  to  the  following-  "Joint  Circular" 
from  the  Committees  recently  created  by  the  U.  C.  V.  and  U.  S. 
C.  V.  :— 

THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION 
BETWEEN  THE  VETERANS  AND  THEIR  SONS,  AS 
ANNOUNCED  TO  THE  UNITED  CONFEDERATE  VET- 
ERANS IN  GENERAL  ORDERS  303,  AND  THE  UNITED 
SONS  OF  CONFEDERATE  VETERANS  IN  GENERAL 
ORDERS  2. 

TO  ALL  COMRADES  OF  THE  UNITED  CONFEDERATE 
VETERANS  AND  OF  THE  UNITED  SONS  OF  CON- 
FEDERATE VETERANS,  GREETING!    A  LOVING 
HEARTFELT  GREETING!     Trusting'  that  it   may  re- 
sult in  bringing-    to    a    complete  success   the  object    for 
which  the  Committee  was  constituted;    "the   closer   asso- 
ciation of   the  two    Confederations,;"    the    Committee  ad- 
dresses this  Joint  Circular  to  all  Veterans  and  Sons: 
The  Committee  asks  that  earnest  consideration  be 
given   and   prompt  action  be  taken. 
All  comrades  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  and  of 
the   United  Sons  of  Confederate   Veterans  must  appreciate    the 
vita^l     importance    of  the    movement     to    both    organizations. 
Vital  to  the  Veterans  because  their  ranks  are  so  rapidly  thinning 
that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  Sons  must  take  their  place, 
if  thefederation    and    its  great   objects    are    to  be   perpetuated. 
Vital  to  the   Sons,  for8 the  inspiration  to  succeed  the   Veterans 
and  carry  on    the  work  must  be  absorbed,  from  their  Sires,  the 
actors  in   the  gTeat  drama,   which  revolutionized  our  country. 

What  is  the  great  object,  which  must  be  perpetuated? 
The  memory  and  true  history  of  the  Confederate  struggle  for 
independence!  The  United  Confederate  Veterans  have  other 
minor  aims,  but  that  is  supreme.  The  Veterans  must  teach  and 
the  Sons  must  learn  "the  glorious  heritage,  which  belongs  to 
them."  The  heritage  is  undoubtedly  "glorious,"  but  what 
good,  practical  gv  !,  lias  it  by  which  the  Suns  may  be  made 
better  and  nobler/men  and  truer  patriots? 

Uet  us  not  deceive  ourselves  and  our  comrades.  Unless 
there  is  this  beiiulU,  some  great  good,  and  it  is  appreciated,  the 
Veterans  will    leach    in  vain,  and  the    Sons  will  turn  a  deaf  ear.

The    Committee  firmly  believes  tfi'at;  there  is,    and  commend  its 
reason  for  so  believing-  to  all  comrades  and  Sons. 

It  would  be  unnecessary  for  the  Committee,  or  any  other 
body  of  sane  men,  to  disavow  any  disloyalty  of  the  South  to  the 
Union,  under  which  we  live  and  or  which  we  are  now  proud;  to 
disavow  the  intention  of  stirring-  up  any  factional  strife;  to  deny 
the  most  honest  acceptance  by  the  Southern  people  of  the  results 
of  the  war.  The  peaceful  and  lawabiding  attitudes  of  all  ex- 
Confederates  since  1865  and  their  devotion  to  the  glorious  up- 
building and  sustenance  of  the  country,  North  and  South,  East 
and  West,  would  g-ive  the  lie  to  the  assertion,  or  even  insinuation, 
that  any  man  of  the  South  desires  the  resurrection  of  a  dead 
past. 

What  shall  be  perpetuated  of  the  Confederate  struggle? 
What,  shorn  of  all  attendant  surroundings,  did  the  Confederates 
fig-lit  for?  We  answer  emphatically.  Liberty  and  thk  right 
of  SELF  government,  which  is  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution, 
and  was  achieved  by  our  forefathers.  On  these  noble  princi- 
ples is  our  government  founded;  on  them  are  built  the  freedom 
and  honor  and  dignity  of  our  blessed  land.  Therefore,  the 
Veterans  in  inculcating-,  and  the  Sons  in  learning',  the  principles 
fought  for  by  the  Confederates  are  but  keeping- alive  the  glorious 
principles,  which  should  govern  our  country  to-day. 
"Is  is't  death  to  fall  for  freedom's  right? 
He's  dead    alone  that  lacks  her   light." 

The  "gdorious  heritage"  is  the  matchless  courage,  forti- 
tude and  endurance,  which  the  Confederates,  the  Sires  of  the 
Sons,  displayed  during-  that  tremendous  struggle  in  defending 
their    principles,    which  developed  an  almost  godlike  manhood. 

Therefore,  let  every  Son  be  proud  of  his  Confederate  Sire, 
and  let  his  example  be  an  inspiring  emulation  to  him  in  righting 
the  battles  of  life.  Let  it  make  him  a  higher  and  nobler  man 
and  a  better  patriot.  Devotion  to  the  memory  of  the  Confeder- 
ate struggle  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  highest  devotion  to 
our  country,  which  grew  a  perfect  whole  out  of  the  clash  of  dis- 
*  cordant  factions. 

We  urge  most  earnestly  that  the  Veterans  pave  the  wiy 
and  that  the  Sons  walk  in  it;  that  the  Veterans  open  their  arms 
and  that  the  Sons  respond  to  the  embrace.  And  when  the  Vet- 
'  erans  have  bivouacked  on  death's  eternal  camping  ground,  may 
their  loving  Sons  stand  ready  to  honor  their  memory  and 
the  memory  of  that  magnificent  record,  which  should  immortal- 
ize those  gray  warriors  who  upheld  the  starry  cross. 

The  Joint  Committee  makes  a  few  practical  sugges- 
tions to  carry  this  union  into  effect,  all  authorized  by  genera! 
orders  303. 

To  the  United  Confederate  Veterans:  All  organ- 
izations shon1'!  stimulate  in  every  way  the  formation  and  sus- 
tenance of  Ca  tups  of  United  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans,  and 
encourage  the  boys  and  have  them  with  you  whenever  possible. 

State  Divisions:  Appoint  at  once  the  Joint  Committee 
on    co-operation,  as  provided  in  clause  I,,  Par.  II,  general  order 
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303,  and  notify  State  Divisions,  of  United  Sons  of  Confederate 
Veterans.  At  all  re-unions,  extend  to  the  Sons  the  privileges 
of  the  floor  and  at  the  opening-  ceremonies,  especially,  let  them 
meet  with  you,  and  let  them  take  part  in  the  speaking-  and  other 
exercises  therein. 

Camps:  Invite  the  Sons  (of  camps)  to  all  your  meeting's 
and  social  gatherings,  particularly  those  where  historical  mat- 
ters are  presented.  Change  your  Constitutions,  so  that  Sons, 
members  of  United  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans,  may  become 
members  of  your  camp  with  such  priviliges  as  you  may  deter- 
mine; rig-lit  to  vote  or  not;  right  to  speak  or  not;  right  to  con- 
tribute to  your  treasury  or  not.  Under  general  order  303, 
you  can  give  them  "such  privileges  of  membership  as  each  camp 
may  determine."  But  remember  the  proviso — that  such  Son 
is  a  member  of  some  duly  organized  camp  belonging  to  the 
United  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans.  Be  liberal  in  dealing 
with  them,  and  by  loving  kindness  make  them  feel  that  they 
are  the  Sons  of  the  Veterans'  Camp. 

To  the  United  Sons  oe  Coneedekate  Veterans:  Un- 
der general  orders  303,  you  have  the  right  given  )rou  by  the 
highest  authority  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  to  which 
all  subordinate  organizations  must,  and  we  feel1  sure,  will  cheer- 
fully and  lovingly  assent: 

1.  To  participate  in  all  conventions  at  the  opening  cere- 
monies, and  have  the  privileges  of  the  floor  at  all  re-unions  of 
Veterans. 

2.  To  become  members  of  any  camp  of  United  Confede- 
rate  Veterans  on  such  terms    as  said  camp  may  prescribe. 

3.  You  are  further  asked  to  uniform  yourselves  in  the 
historic  gray. 

4.  The  Committee  of  Conference  at  New  Orleans,  in 
its  joint  report,  also  provided  that  Sons  should  omit  all  des- 
ignations of  military  rank  on  the  gray  uniforms. 

*  Of  the  present  joint  committee,  five  were  members  of   the 

Committee,  of  Conference  and  are  aware  of  the  object  of  the  pro- 
vision, and  therefore  it  speaks  authoritatively  in  explaining. 
Its  object  was  not  to  restrict  the  Sons  in  any  privileges,  but  in 
the  association  with  the  Veterans,  many  of  whom  were-  and  are 
still  ''Privates,''  the  wearing  of  military  insignia  on  the(  part 
of  the  Sons  may  perhaps  (in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee)  we 
do  not  say  it  would,  create  some  unpleasant  feelings,  and  as 
the  union  is  to  be  built  on  a  true  and  happy  fraternal  feeling, 
even  the  chances  of  such  had  best  be  avoided.  If,  as  in  some 
cases,  the  Sons  very  properly  do  mark  their  official  position 
by  a  badge  lettered  "Dept.  Comdr.,"  or  "Division  Comdr."  or 
"Commander,1'  all  chance  of  such  unpleasant  feelings  would 
be  avoided,  and  to  secure  this  the  Conference  Committee  unan- 
imously agreed  upon    the  report. 

5.  Change  your  constitution  so  as  to  give  the  members 
of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  the  right  to  the.  floor  at 
all  meetings  and  urge  them   to  always  be  present. 
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6.  Frequently  invite  Veterans  to  address  the  camp,  giv- 
ing reminisences  of  the  Confederate  Service  and  historical  data. 

7.  Division  Commanders  appoint  at  once  Joint  Commit- 
tees on  Co-operation  and  notify  Corndr.  State  Div.  U.  C.  V. 
of    same. 

The  Joint  Committee  earnestly  hopes  that  the  above  sug- 
gestions will  have  the  desired  effect  of  drawing  the  Sons  into 
closer  union  with  the  Veterans,  and  with  this  hope  commit  its 
accomplishment  to  the  various  organizations  of  these  two  splen- 
did bodies  of  men,  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  and  the 
United  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans.

I.  The  Lieutenant- General  Commanding  desires  to  place  in 
the  hands  of  all  his  comrades  everything  of  moment  pertaining  to 
"the  compilation  of  the  Rosters  of  the  Confederate  and  Union  armies; 
and  he,  therefore,  directs  particular  attention  to  the'  following- 
extract  from  a  letter  from  General  K.  C.  Ains  worth*  Chief  of  the 
Record  and  Pension  Office: 

"  The  Secretary  of  War  has  given  very  careful  thought  to' the 
second  subject  touched  on  in  your  communication  of  the  19th 
ultimo,  viz.,  whether  deficiencies  in  the  original  records  can  he 
supplemented  by  statements  made  by  survivors  of  the  war  from 
memory  or  from  unofficial  records.  The  Secretary  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  the  Act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  compilation  did 
not  authorize  him  to  accept  as  a  basis  for  it  anything  but  a  con-, 
temporaueous  official  record  It  was  upon  this  basis  that  Congress 
required  the  compilation  and  publication  of  the  great  work  known 
as  the  "  Official  Records  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies," 
and  if  the  proposed  roster  is  to  be  published  as  a  continuation  of 
that  work,  as  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be,  it  seems  proper  that  the 
same  rules  should  govern  with  regard  to  it.  It  is  known  that  the 
"  Official  Records  "  are  incomplete  in  some  respects,  and  it  is  un- 
doubtedly true  that  considerable  matter  of  historical  value  could 
have  been  added  to  them  if  statements  and  reports  made  subse- 
quently to  the  war  could  have  been  accepted  by  the  compilers. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  to  have  accepted  any  such  statements  or 
reports  would  have  opened  the  door  to  a  general  re-writing  of  the 
records  of  the  war  from  memory  or  unofficial  documents.  It  is 
believed  that  the  value  of  the  work  is  greatly  enhanced  by  reason 
of  its  having  been  confined  to  contemporaneous  official  records, 
and  it  is  also  believed  that  the  recently  authorized  roster  will  be 
far  more  valuable  if  it  is  compiled  on  a  similar^basis  than  it  will  be 
*  if  it  is  based,  even  in  part,  on  unofficial  papers  or  on  the  memory 
of  events  that  occured  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  ago." 

II.  The  Lieutenant-General  Commanding  wishes  to  do  all 
possible  to  assist  in  this  grand  work,  and  he  urges  all  parties  having 
these  original  rolls  to  at  once  forward  them  to  the  proper  State 
officers.      They  are  not  to  be  sent  to  these  Hcadqitarters .

The  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  learn  with  great  regret  that  by 
misapprehension  or  inadvertance  a  large  number  of  badges  have  been 
ordered  from  Schwaab  &  Company,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.  (manufacturers 
of  the  Cross  of  Honor),  and  used  and  distributed  at  late  veteran 
reunions.  These  badges  are  in  some  respects  facsimiles  of  the  Cross 
of  Honor,  which  it  has  been  their  happiness  and  privilege  to  present 
on  stated  occasions  and  conditions  to  Veterans  of  the  Confederate 
Army. 

As  the  free  distribution  of  these  badges  has  caused  confusion  and 
mistaken  reports,  thereby  diminishing  greatly  any  value  that  may  be 
possessed  by  the  Cross  of  Honor,  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy 
now  entreat  the  association  of  Confederate  Veterans  to  refrain  hereafter 
from  using  such  badges,  and  also,  as  much  as  possible,  to  collect  and 
destroy  the  thousands  that  have  already  been  distributed. 

This  request  it  will  readily  be  seen  conies  from  no  spirit  of  criticism, 
but  from  the  wish  to  keep  in  the  hands  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy the  power  to  honor,  by  this  little  token  of  respect  and 
affection,  all  true  Confederate  Veterans.

these  old  heroes;  to  M.  S.  Cockrill,  Quartermaster  General,  to  whose  pains- 
taking zeal  in  the  collection  and  distribution  of  horses  the  success  of  the  great 
parade  is  in  no  small  degree  due;  to  the  young  gentlemen  selected  as  temporary 
aids,  for  the  most  satisfactory  manner  in  which  they  discharged  the  duties  of 
their  office;  to  the  citizens  generally,  whose  thoughtful  care  provided  ice  water 
and  lemonade  for  the  men  along  the  entire  line  of  march,  and  to  all  classes  of 
people  throughout  the  city  limits  for  innumerable  little  attentions.  But  above 
all,  honor  and  praise  should  be  bestowed  on  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  Chas.  F.  Frizzell.  His  untiring  energy,  his  ceaseless  activity,  his 
never-ending  attention  to  all  the  details  of  the  meeting  were  such  that  had 
they  not  been  present  the  Reunion  just  closed  would  have  resulted  in  failure.

and  that  this  special  committee  continue  this  investigation  and  make  re- 
port at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Convention." 

The  General  Commanding  feels  that  there  is  no  matter  that  can  be 
brought  to  notice  of  our  Order  which  merits  more  consideration.  Grave 
wrong  has  been  done  the  South  in  the  dissemination  of  falsehoods  con- 
cernihg  the  treatment  of  Federal  prisoners  by  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, and  he  urges  this  committee  to  make  a  most  exhaustive  examina- 
tion of  this  whole  subject;  and  he  hopes  that  every  assistance  possible 
will  be  given  by  the  entire  membership  of  our  Federation.

[following  action  taken  by  the  Convention  which  met  in  Nashville  last  June, 
lo-wit  : 

DECLARATION    AND    RESOLUTION. 

WHEREAS,  Thirty-one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  Confederate 
Soldiers,  died  in  the  Federal  Prisons  and  Military  Hospitals  in  the  Northern  States, 
and  were  buried  near  their  places  of  confinement. 

AND  WHEREAS  there  was  adopted  at  the  Memphis  Re-union,  1901,  a 
resolution,  as  follows  :     ' 

"  RESOLVED,  That  we  respectfully  request  that  Congress  take  appropriate 
action  looking  to  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  graves  of  the  Con- 
federate dead,    now   in    the  various   cemeteries    in  the  Northern  States," 

which  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  a  Bill  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
providing  for  the  honorable  care  of  said  Confederate  dead  soldiers,  which  said  Bill 
passed  the  United  Slates  Senate,  January  27,  1903,  and  was  again  passed  by  that 
body,  January  25,  1904. 

'AND  WHEREAS  the  Military  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States,  April  16,  1904,  reported  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
said  Bill,  as  passed  on  two  different  occasions  by  the  United  States  Senate,  with 
the  following  amendments  : 

1.  The  reduction  of  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  provided  in  said  Bill 
from  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

2.  The  elimination  of  the  provision  in  said  Bill  for  the  acquirement  by  the 
United  States  Government  of  permanent  control  of  the  lands  in  which 
said   Confederate  dead  soldiers  are  buried. 

3.  The  elimination  of  the  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a  Commissioner, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  the  designation  of  a  U.  S.  Army  officer  to  execute  t lie 
provisions  of  said  bill. 

Which  said  proposed  amendments  divest  the  Bill  of  its  essential  features. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  this  Organization  of  United  Confederate  Veterans,  in 
convention  assembled,  deem  it  necessary  and  fitting  to  place  itself  frankly  on  record 
regarding  the  matter,  and  to  declare  that  it  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
United  States  government  to  provide  honorable  care  for  the  graves  of  said   Con- 


federate dead  soldiers  lying  buried  in  the  Northern  States  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  Bill  as  it  has  passed  the  United  States  Senate. 

And,  further,  to  declare  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Southern  representatives  in 
Congress,  to  endeavor  by  all  honorable  means  to  promote  legislation  in  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  that  end,  so  far  as  may  be  to  them  possible. 

And,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Adjutant  General  of  this  Organization  be,  and  is 
hereby,  directed  to  furnish  official  copies  of  this  declaration  and  resolution  to  the 
Officers  and  Camps  of  this  Organization,  to  the  Confederated  Southern  Memorial 
Association,  the  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans,  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy, 
to  the  Governors  of  the  States  and  Members  >f  the  United  States  Congress,  for 
their  information.

I.  The  General  Commanding  feels  that  he  would  be  derelict 
iirhis  duty  to  his  old  comrades  who  have  honored  him  in  making 
him  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  great  Federation  did  he  not  give 
expression  to  the  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  fills  the  heart  of  every 
Confederate  Veteran  in  contemplating  the  heartiness  and  unanimity 
with  which  the  National  Legislature  passed  the  bill  restoring  the 
Confederate  Battle-flags  to  the  several  States,  and  the  readiness  with 
which  the  measure  was  approved  by  the  President.  This  action  is 
but  a  fresh  evidence  that  there  are  now  in  our  grand  country  no 
sectional  lines — no  South,  no  North,  East  or  West;  but  that  we  are 
all  Americans,  devoted  to  one  common  country. 

II.  The  General  Commanding  takes  occasion,  in  view  of  this 
era  of  good  feeling  shown  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and 
the  President,  to  urge  upon  all  parties,  North  or  South,  who  have 
colons  in  their  possession,  to  return  them  at  once  to  the  State  Capi- 
tols. In  such  depos;tories  these  highly  prized  relics  can  be  properly 
cared  for;  and  they  should  all  be  gathered  there  at  the  earliest 
moment.  He  indulges  the  hope  that  this  wish  may  be  complied 
with,  and  that  private  parties  may  manifest  as  much  brotherly 
feeling  as  the  national  authorities. 

III.  The  General  Commanding  is  satisfied  that  the  display  in 
the  various  State  Capitols  of  these  precious  heirlooms,  which  rep- 
resent the  highest  devotion,  the  greatest  self-sacrifice,  the  most 
persistent  courage  witnessed  in  modern  warfare,  will  do  a  great  deal 
to  stimulate  the  patriotism  of  the  rising  generation.  These  evi- 
dences of  bravery  on  the  part  of  their  fathers  cannot  but  add  to  the 


pride  that  our  children  feel  in  the  heroic  and  daring  exploits  of 
their  ancestry,  and  is  the  surest  way  to  encourage  and  magnify  that 
feeling  of  love  of  country  and  willingness  to  die  for  her  sake  that 
Should  be  fostered  at  all  times  by  the  State. 

IV.,  The  Commanding  General  desires  that  some  official 
acknowledgment  should  be  made  to  Hon.  John  Lamb  (himself  a 
Confederate  soldier)  who  introduced  the  measure  in  Congress,  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  who  passed  it  without  a 
dissenting  voice,  and  to  the  President  who  immediately  approved 
it;  and  he  urges  Camps  everywhere  to  at  once  get  together  and 
formulate  resolutions  expressive  of  their  endorsement.

Another  great  Confederate  leader  has  gone  to  his  reward  :  Judge  John 
H.  Reagan;  the  last  survivor  of  the  Confederate  Cabinet,  passed  into  rest  on 
Monday,  March  6,  at  his  home  in  Palestine,  Texas,  full  of  years  and  of 
honors. 

He  was  born  in  Sevier  County,  Tennessee,  October  8,  1818,  and  was, 
therefore,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  his  eighty-sixth  year.  He  began  life 
under  very  adverse  circumstances,  but  this  fact  only  served  to  call  forth 
that  indomitable  pluck  and  determination  that  were  ever  marked  features 
of  his  whole  career.  Whether  engaged  in  the  daily  labor  of  the  farm,  or 
lighting  Indians  on  the  border,  or  discharging  the  duties  of  an  attorney- 
at-law,  or  administering  justice  from  the  bench,  or  serving  his  country  in 
the  State  or  National  Legislature,  he  was  ever  the  same  thorough  pains- 
taking patriot.  By  close  application  to  all  that  he  undertook,  he  made  a 
complete  success  of  every  detail,  and  won  plaudits  from  all  with  whom  he 
was  associated  whether  of  his  own  or  the  opposing  party. 

His  wonderful  ability  was  best  shown  in  the  management  of  the  postal 
affairs  of  the  Confederate  Government  when  he  was  Postmaster-General. 
With  a!l  the  disadvantages  with  which  he  had  to  contend,  by  his  dogged  de- 
termination and  unceasing  labors,  he  gave  the  South  a  fair  service,  and 
adopted  a  system  that  those  qualified  to  judge,  say,  was  almost  perfect, 
and  one  that  the  Government  of  today  could  wisely  and  advantageously 
follow. 

He  was  devoted  to  his  dear  Southland,  and  was  never  too  weak  or  too 
weary  to  take  up  pen  to  defend  his  people  from  attacks  of  every  nature. 
That  he  might  meet  his  beloved  associates,  he  would  often  at  great  incon- 
venience to  himself,  attend  the  Annual  Reunions  of  the  U.  C.  V.,  and  always 
had  something  of  importance  to  say  to  those  whom  he  had  journeyed  so 
far  to  meet.  Kindly  in  disposition,  though  naturally  reserved;  terse  and 
expressive  in  speech;  forcible  and  impressive  as  a  writer  —  he  was  a 
Southern  Patriot,  pure  and  unstained  in  thought  and  utterance,  and  has 
left  a  record  which  his  Confederate  associates  will  ever  cherish,  and  the 
whcle  country  can  point  to  with  the  greatest  pride.

In  conformity  with  the  Constitution  (Art.  XI),  the  General 
Commanding-  gives  notice  to  the  Camps  of  the  Federation  of  the 
following-  change  in  the  Constitution,  notice  of  which  has  been 
filed  with  these  Headquarters,  to-wit  : 

Art.  VI.  Sec.  1.  After  the  words  "  one  General,  Commander- 
in-Chief,  its  executive  head,"  add  "one  Brevet  Commander-in- 
Chief,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General,  who  in  the  event  of 
a  vacancy  in  the,  office  of  '  General  Commander-in-Chief,'  shall 
assume  and  discharge  the  duties  of  Commander-in-Chief,  until 
a  Commander-in-Chief  can  be  elected  at  the  ensuing-  Annual 
Convention." 

The  reason  assigned  for  offering  this  amendment  is  stated 
as  follows  :  "This  Amendment  is  proposed  so  that  in  the  event 
the  General  shall  be  ill  or  unable  for  any  reason  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office  ;  or,  if  he  shall  have  died  during  his  in- 
cumbency, the  Brevet  Commander  can  assume  command,  and 
thus  avoid  confusion  and  all  possible  discussion  as  to  the 
right  of  succession."     x

With  a  peculiar  sense  of  personal  bereavement,  the  Com- 
manding- General  announces  to  his  beloved  associates  the  death 
of  another  of  our  distinguished  comrades,  Fitzhugh  Lee,  a 
Major-General  in  the  Confederate  States  Army;  which  sad 
event  occurred  in  Washington  at  midnight,  Friday,  April  28, 
instant. 

*  .  General  Lee  was  born  in  Fairfax  County,  Va.,  November 
19,  1835,  and  was  a  descendant  of  the  great  family  of  that 
name,  the  members  of  which,  by -their  wonderful  ability  and 
management,  have  contributed  to  the  glory  of  America  from 
the  foundation  of  the  government.  Inheriting  all  the  traits  of 
asoldier,  his  education  at  West  Point  rendered  him  pre-emi- 
nent as  a  leader  in  all  the  daring  exploits  of  a  soldier's  life. 
Whether  as  an  Indian  tighter  in  the  years  immediately  preced- 
ing the  War  between  the  States,  or  in  the  Army  of  the  Con- 
federacy, his  ability  to  command  and  his  wonderful  control  of 
men  were  most  marked,  and  singled  him  out  as  a  born  leader. 
He  was  Governor  of  Virginia  for  one  term,  and  discharged  his 
duties  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  and  was  subsequently 
president  of  a  leading  railway  in  the  same  State.  His  eminent 
statesmanship  was  displayed  most  conspicuously  during  the 
trying  difficulties  preceding  the  war  with  Spain,  and  the  bear- 
ing of  the  troops  of  his  division,  no  less  than  the  absence  of 
sickness  from  those  under  his  command,  are  but  evidences  of 
,his  fitness  for  the  position  he  filled. 

>He  was  buoyant  in  disposition,  cheerful  under  trying  cir- 
cumstances, and  was  the  idol  of  those  who  followed  his  lead- 
ership in  peace  or  in  war.  He  discharged  'the  duties  of  life 
with  conspicuous  fidelity,  and,  while  laboring  to  draw  the 
sections  into  closer  fellowship,  was  ever  a  true  and  tried 
Southerner.  He  has  left  a  record  that  his  associates  can  point 
to  with  unbounded  satisfaction.

Of  both  city  and  State,  famed  for  hospitality  the  world

"Whereas,  At  our  Reunion  of  1904 our  federation  turnedover 
to  the  Sons  the  sacred  duty  of  raising-  the  funds  for  the  mem- 
orial to  the  Women  of  the  Confederacy;  and, 

"Whereas,  In  doing-  so  we  never  relinquished  our  deep 
and  abiding-  love  for  the  cause,  or  our  intention  to  aid  and  assist 
it  in  every  means  in  our  power;  and, 

"Whereas,  We  have  clearly  shown  this  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  co-operate  and  by  the  work  which  this 
committee  and  many  other  veterans  in  all  parts  of  the  South 
have  done  during-  the  past  year;  and, 

"Whereas,  It  will  ever  be  our  most  earnest  desire  that  this 
tribute  be  paid  to  our  g-lorious  women,  and  we  are  most  anxious 
to  further  co-operate  with  and  give  substantial  aid  to  the  Sons 
in  the  performance  of  this  sacred  duty;  therefore,  be  it 

"/Hesolved,  That  each  camp  of  the  United  Confederate  Vete- 
rans, immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention 
and  the  return  home  of  its  delegates,  shall  appoint  a  committee 
to  actively  canvass  its  respective  community  to  raise  funds  for 
this  memorial  to  the  Women  of  the  Confederacy,  to  which  noble, 
'  worthy  and  just  cause  this  federation  has  repeatedly  and 
solemnly  pledged  itself  and  its  comrades; that  in  case  anj'  camp 
does  not  take  action  within  one  month  and  appoint  this  commit- 
tee, it  shall  then  become  the  duty  of  its  commander  to  make 
appointment  of  such  committee.  If  no  action  is  then  taken  by 
the  commander,  any  member  of  the  Camp,  who  is  enthused 
with  thathigii  sense  of  his  duty  to  this  holy  cause,  and  desires 
to  honor  our  god-like  women,  is  urged  to  personally  take  charge 
of  the  matter  and  make  such  collections  as  he  can  from  his 
community;  that  all  funds  collected  under  this  resolution  shall 
be  deposited  in  some  home  bank  at  interest  to  the  credit  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  U.  C.  V.  Committee  of  Co-operation,  and  he 
shall  be  promptly  advised  of  such  deposit;  that  each  camp  is 
urged  to.  endeavor  to  raise  from  its  community  as  its  cpiota,  at 
the  least,  the  sum  of  $50;  that  all  camps  shall  complete  this 
work  by  Jan.  1,  1906." 


Nearly  every  dollar  which  is  required  for  the  help  of  the 
living-,  and  for  the  care  of  the  graves  and  monuments  for  the 
dead,  is  raised  by  the  survivors  of  these  glorious  WOMEN 
OF  THE  CONFEDERACY,  and  their  descendants;  nearly 
every  act  of  mercy  and  nearly  every  good  deed  which  is  done, 
can  be  traced  to  their  loving  and  devoted  hands.  While  no  monu- 
ment that  can  be  erected  even  though  its  summit  should 
reach  the  heavens  themselves,  can  adequately  express  the 
love  and  veneration  that  we  feel  for  them;>  it  is  eminently  w 
lit,  that  the  survivors  of  our  Armies  should  give  this 
small  tribute  to  these  Angels  of  Mercy;  and  the"  General 
Commanding-  urges  with  all  the  force  at  his  command  a  ready 
and  prompt  compliance  with  the  Resolution.

his  camp  tor  preservation  and  for  future  reference." 

The  members  of  our  glorious  Federation  are  well  advanced 
in  life,  and  are  rapidly  passing  away :  hence  the  General  Com- 
manding urges  that  this  most  excellent  Resolution  be  carried 
into  effect  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  that  those  who  were 
the  active  participants  in  the  events  of  the  '60's  may  leave  to 
History  a  personal  account  of  the  matters  in  which  each  took 
part.

The  General  Commanding-  issues  this  explanatory  order  in  conse- 
quence Of  certain  misunderstanding  of  the  efforts  made  to  purchase  the 
grounds  on  Johnson's  Island  in  which  our  Confederate  dead  are  lying- 
unprotected. 

This  misunderstanding-  arises  from  the  use,  without  intentional 
wrong-,  of  the  name  "United  Daug-hters  of  the  Confederacy'1'  by  the 
Robert  Patton  Chapter,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  soliciting  contributions  to 
carry  out  the  above  named  worthy  object. 

The  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  is  an  association  or- 
ganized in  due  form,  and  transacts  business  of  vast  importance  to  Con- 
federate Veterans  and  their  posterity.  The  association  operates  under 
a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  an  organized  body  whose  objects  are  set 
forth  and  published  everywhere,  whose  officers  are  designated  by  name, 
and  whose  members  are  active  associated  co-partners  in  a  great,-  broad, 
generous  field  of  Confederate  benevolence. 

The  association  raises  and  disburses  large  sums  of  money  to  acom- 
plish  its  objects,  keeping  records  and  publishing  reports  of  its  actions. 
Its  business  is  all  done  and  its  appeals1  for  money  ,are  all  made  by  its 
own  Chapters  or  through  the  general  body,  in  the  one  name  of  the  "United 
Daughters  of  the  Confederacy." 

Through  this  name  and  title,  it  is  known  to  the  public  and 
has  the  confidence   of  generous  persons    to   whom   its  appeals   are  made. 

By  all  custom  and  usage,  this  association  has  the  sole  right 
to  use  the  term  "Daughters  of  the  Confederacy."  Any  firm,  company, 
corporation  or  society,  using  that  term  in  transacting  business  or  solicit- 
ing money  even  for  the  most  worthy  purpose,  will  mislead  the  public  to  the 
injury    of  the  "U.-«D.  C. " 

*  The  Robert  Patton  Chapter  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  composed  of  enthusi- 
as'tic  Southern  ladies,  h^s  undertaken  to  purchase,  hold  and  improve  the 
ground  on  Johnson's  Island,  where  206  Confederate  soldiers  were  buried 
during  the  war.  Every  Confederate  bids  them  God-speed  in  such  patri- 
otic work.  But  it  now  appears  that  a  serious  mistake  has  been  made  by 
the  incorporation  of  these  ladies  under  the  name  of  "Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy,"  thus  using  the  name  to  which  the  "United  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy"alone  is  entitled,  morally,  legally,  and  fairly. The  "U.  D.  G." 
therefore,  insists  that  confusion  and  conflict  have  arisen,  which  should  be 
removed  by  amendment  of  the  Charter  of  the  Robert  Patton  Chapter  by 
striking  out  the  words  objected  to,  and  inserting  a  name  that  will  con- 
tain   no  misleading    term. 

The  United  Confederate  Veterans,  the  United  Sons  of  Confederate 
Veterans,  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  the  Southern  Woman's 
Memorial  Association,  are  allies  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word.  The 
several  names  through  which  they  seek  to  accomplish  in  unity  the  one 
great  object  upon  which  the  hearts  of  all  are  fixed,  are  regarded  as  of 
tli»2  highest  inportance.  For  this  reason,  objection  has  been  raised  for 
the  use  of  the  name  "Daug-hters  of  the  Confederacy,"  by  any  association 
disconnected  with  the   "U.  D.  C."

With  earnest  desire  to  help  every  worthy  effort  to  save  the  graves  of 
our  Confederate  dead  from  desecration,  the  Commanding-  General  issued 
General  Orders  No. 25,  current  series,  using  therein  the  term,  "Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy"  as  applied  by  the  Robert  Patton  Chapter  to  itself,  and 
without  his  knowledge  that  this  Chapter  was  acting-  independently  of  the 
"  U.  D.  C,"  and  not  entitled  to  the  use  of  its  name.  On  account  of  the 
mistake  made,  it  is  necessary  to  recall  that  order;  but  in  issuing  the  pres- 
ent jarder,  it  is  not  intended  to  hinder  the  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  the  Robert 
Patton  Chapter  to  preserve  and  honor  the  Confederate  graves  on  Johnson's 
Island. 

Expressing-  the  appreciation  of  these  efforts  as  it  is  felt  by  all  con- 
cerned, the  Commanding-  General  further  expresses  his  confidence  that  .the 
Robert  Patton  Chapter  will  apply  at  once  to  the  proper  authority  for  the 
amendment  chang-ing  the  name  of  their  association.

N.  B. — This  order  was  written  on  July  11,  1905,  and  a  copy  immedi- 
ately sent,  both  to  the  President  of  the  U.  D.  C,  and  to  the  Robert  Patton 
Chapter   at   Cincinnati. 

•  The  President  of  the  U.  D.  C.  requested  that  its  publication  be 
delayed  a  few  days,  hoping-  that  the  chang-e  of  name  of  the  Robert  Patton 
Chapter  suggested  in  the  order  would  be  made  by  the  Chapter,  and  thus 
all  cause  of  trouble  removed. 

The  Robert  Patton  Chapter,  did  not  however,  do  this,  but  published 
in  se/eral  Southern  papers  an  open  letter  to  the  General  Commanding-, 
apparently  suggesting-  that  he  should  recall  his  General  Orders  No.  25, 
which  he  had  already  decided  on.

The  General  Commanding-  directs  the  attention  of  his 
Confederate  comrades  to  the  following  Resolutions  adopted  at 
the  Louisville  Keunion,  viz: 

"Whereas,  The  bill  before  Congress  for  the  care  of  the 
graves  of  the  Confederate  soldiers  buried  near  hospitals  and 
prisons  in  Northern  States  has  so  far  failed  of  passage  by  that 
bod}^, 

"Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Association  of  United  Confed- 
erate Veterans,  in  convention  assembled,  urges  the  passage  of 
this  bill  as  a  matter  of  right  and  duty,  not  only  on  the  part  of 
the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  from  Southern 
States,  but  also  on  the  part  of  those  from  all  other  States  of  the 
United  States,  in  that  tne  Government  is  charged  with  sepul- 
ture of  those  who  died  prisoners  in  its  hands,  according  to  the 
usages  of  civilization,  of  which  the  United  States  forms  a  large 
and  competent  part;  and 

"Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
transmitted  to  the  Governors,  Senators,  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  of  every  State  of  the  United  States,  and  that  Sen- 
ators and  members  of  Congress  from  the  Southern  States  be, 
and  hereby  are  requested  to  insist  upon  the  passage  of  this  bill." 

The  General  Commanding-  feels  that  no  duty  devolves  on 
the,  survivors  of  the  Confederate  Armies  of  more  importance 
than  than  the  caring-  for  the  graves  of  our  dead;  and  that  it  is 
eminently  fit  that  the  g-eneral  Government  should  see  that 
proper  attention  be  g-iven  to  the  last  resting-  places  of  those 
who  are  buried  near  hospitals  and  prisons  in  Northern  states, 
lie,  therefore,  requests  all  Camps  and  Camp  Officers  to  take 
such  steps  as  they  deem  best  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  above 
enumerated.

The  General  Commanding-  is  pained  to  announce  to  his  comrades  the 
death  of  another  distinguished  Confederate  leader  —  Joseph  Wheeler,,  a 
Lieutenant-General  in  the  Confederate  army,  who  died  yesterday  after  a 
brief  illness  at  the  home  of  his  sister  in  Brooklyn,  N.  V.,  in  the  seventieth 
year  of  his  age. 

^General  Wheeler  was  born  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  September  10,  1836;  grad- 
uated from  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in  1859;  entered  the  Con- 
federate service  early  in  1861  as  First  Lieutenant  of  Artillery;  in  Septem- 
ber following  made  Colonel  of  the  Nineteenth  Alabama  regiment;  commis- 
sioned Brigadier-General  of  Cavalry  in  July,  1862,  and  Major-General 
early  in  1863;  and  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant-General  on  the  28th  day  of 
February,  1865,  being-  at  that  time  only  twenty-nine  years  of  age. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  enumerate  the  engagements  in  which  he  led 
his  various  commands,  but  they  run  up  into  the  hundreds,  and  few  of  the 
battles  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee  took  place  without  his  presence;  and  his 
conduct  in  all,  whether  viewed  as  an  able  leader  or  brave  Confederate 
soldier,  was  such  as  to  receive  the  high  commendations  of  his  superiors, 
and  called  forth  a  vote  of  thanks  from  the  Confederate  Congress.  His 
record  is  a  series  of  triumphs  and  successes. 

The  brilliancy  of  his  movements  and  his  wonderful  aptness  to  command 
while  an  officer  in  the  Confederate  army  directed  attention  to  his  fitness 
for  a  leading  position  in  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States;  and  when 
in  the  war  with  Spain  he  tendered  his  services  to  the  Government,  he  was 
commissioned  a  Major-General  in  the  volunteer  army.  His  coolness  in 
actiorrt,  his  skill  and  dash  at  San  Juan  Hill,  are  a  part  of  the  history  of 
that  war. 

With  a  heart  void  of  harsh  feeling,  kind  and  gentle  in  disposition, 
courteous  to  all,  a  consistent  member  of  the  Church,  he  has  passed  from 
earth  with  a  good  record;  and  as  a  soldier,  statesman,  orator,  author  and 
citizen  measured  up  to  a  high  standard,  and  is  mourned,  not  by  the  South 
alone,  but  by  the  whole  country.

To  man}'  it  may 
be  a  reunion  where  for  the  last  time  the  touch  of  the  elbow  has  again  been 
taken  up,  and  where  the  hallowed  memories  of  the  war  have  again  been 
recalled.  To  each  one  will  come  the  feeling"  that  while  we  allow  no  one  in 
this  great  country  to  excel  us  in  our  devotion  to  the  principles  of  free  gov- 
ernment, we  still  hold  as  a  priceless  heritage  the  valor,  the  endurance  and 
the  constancy  of  the  Confederate  soldier  during  the  war  between  the  States, 
and  his  record  as  a  citizen  fighting  for  xVnglo-Saxon  civilization  during  the 
days  of  Reconstruction.

Resolved,  That  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  possible  without  departing 
from  the    sentiment  of  the   family  of  such    soldier,    the    headstone, 
when   such  is  used,  is  advised  to  be  a  plain,  upright   stone    having 
parallel  straight  sides  connected  by  a  top  composed  of  two  upward 
sloping  straight  edges  meeting  centrally  at  a  right  angle.

The  General  Commanding  directs  the  attention  of  his  Confed- 
erate associates  to  the  action  taken  in  the  adoption  of  the  subjoined 
resolutions  by  the  convention  at  the  Reunion  held  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  April  25,  26  and  27,  viz: 

Whereas,  The  report  of  the  Charles  Broadway  Rouss  Camp 
No.  1191,  U.  C.  V.,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the  rebnrial  of  the 
Confederate  dead  in  Arlington  Cemetery,  Va.,  in  the  year  1901,  ren- 
dered to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  Gen.  John  B.  Gordon,  at  the 
Reunion  in  Memphis^  April  25,  1901,  also  called  attention  "to  the 
care  required  for  the  graves  of  Confederate  soldiers  who  died  in 
Federal  prisons  and  military  hospitals,  now  buried  in  the  Northern 
States,"  and  recommended  that  the  Convention"  adopt  measures  with 
the  view  of  obtaining  future  action  thereon  by  the  United  States 
Congress;  and 

Whereas,  Gen.  Stephen  D  Lee,  then  Commander  of  the  Army 
of  Tennessee  Department,  introduced  in  the  Reunion  Convention  at 
Memphis.  May,  1901,  a  resolution  which  was  adopted:  "That  we 
respectfully  request  that  Congress  take  appropriate  action  looking 
to  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  graves  of  the  Confederate  dead 
now  in  the  various  cemeteries  in  the  Northern  States;"  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Camp  prepared  an  appropriate  bill  "to 
,  provide  for  the  appropriate  marking  of  the  graves  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  Confederate  Army  and  Navy  who  died  in  Northern 
prisons,  and  were  buried  near  the  prisons  where  they  died,  and 
for  other  purposes;"  and  brought  about  its  introduction  by  the 
Hon.  Joseph  B.  Foraker,  in  the  United  States  Senate,  December  8, 
1902,  and  its  passage  by  that  body,  January  24,  1903;  and  its  passage 
again  by  that  body,  January  25,  1904;  and  its  final  passage  by  the 
Fifty-ninth  Congress,  first  session,  March  1-2;  and  its  enactment 
into  law  by  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
March  9,  1906;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  of  United  Confederate  Veterans, 
in  Convention  assembled  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  hereby  tenders  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  to  the  Congress,  expression  of 
appreciation  of  their  action  in  providing  for  the  performance  of  a 
long  neglected  duty  to  these  patriotic  soldiers  of  the  Confederate 
States,  whose  love  of  country  caused  their  imprisonment  and  death 
far  from  home  and  kindred  more  than  forty  years  ago;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Adjutant  General  and  Chief  of  Staff  of  this 
Association  of  United  Confederate  Veterans  be  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  these  preambles  and  resolu-

I.  The  General  Commanding  takes  pleasure  in  directing  atten- 
tion to  the  following  paper  adopted  at  the  Reunion  held  in  the 
•city  of  New  Orleans,  April  25,  26,  27,  1906,  viz.: 

WHERE  A3,  The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Co-operation  in  the 
work  for  the  memorial  to  our  glorious  women  of  the  Confederacy  shows 
that,  up  to  April  14,  1906,  seventy-five  camps  have  taken  action  under 
the  resolutions  of  the  Louisville  (1905)  convention,  and  raised  their 
share  of  the  funds  for  this  work,  to  which  should  be  added  nine  camps 
which  had  previously  or  otherwise  acted,  making  a  total  of  eighty- 
four  camps;  and  this  report  further  shows  that  many  camps  have  the 
good  work  now  in  progress,  but  not  yet  brought  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion; and,    * 

WHEREAS,  It  is  believed  that  the  camps  which  have  so  far  taken 
no  action  are  truly  loyal  to  the  sacred  memories  of  our  Confederate 
women,  and  desire  that  their  unblemished  record  shall  be  preserved 
through  all  time,  and  that  said  camps  will  yet  make  effort  to  do  their 
share  in  the  work,  if  this  is  given  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  We  Confederate  veterans  treasure  the  God-like  hero- 
ism of  the  women  of  the  Confederacy  as  a  precious  heritage  which  we 
and  onr  sons  and  our  daughters  are  most  anxious  to  transmit  to  all 
succeeding  generations  for  instruction  and  emulation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  magnificient  prosperity  which  now  spreads  over  * 
our  fair  Southland  is  directly  attributable  to  these  heroic  mothers  who 
urged  us,  supported  us,  shared  with  us  in  the  desperate  struggle  to 
rebuild  our  ruined  fortunes,  and  whose  devoted  efforts  really  laid,  or 
'  enabled  us  to  lay,  the  foundation  on  which  is  built  the  good  fortune 
and  happiness  we  and  our  children  and  our  entire  people  to-day  enjoy; 
and, 

WHEREAS;  To  them  is  due  the  training  and  rearing  of  the  present 
generation  of  our  sons  and  our  daughters,  who  are  to-day  so  success- 
fully building  on  the  foundations  their  mothers  and  fathers  had  laid 
deep  and  secure  in  this  the  land  of  our  forefathers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  entire  people  of  the  South  are  indebted  for  this 
their  said  prosperity  and  happiness  a  just  debt  to  these  noble  women, 
which    debt   is   universally    and    cheerfully    acknowledged,    and    we  j 

believe,  if  properly  presented,  will  be,  in  part,  at  least,  honestly  paid; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1.     That  the  work  provided  for  in  the  resolutions  of  the 

1905  convention  be  carried  forward  with  renewed  energy  until  success 

crowns  the  effort  to  honor  in  such  imperishable  form  as  will  transmit 

to  all  generations  the  sublime  heroism,  patient  devotion,  unconquer- 

»       able  fortitude  and  noble  patriotism  of  the  Women  of  the  Confedracy. 

2  That  we  invite  the  entire  people  of  the  South  to  join  and 
show  by  such  assistance  in  the  work  that  they  appreciate  the  debt 
they  owe  these  women  and  that  they  are  honestly  willing  and  ready 
to  pay  it. 


3.  That  every  camp  of  the  U.  C.  V.  which  lias  not  yet  taken 
action  be  and  is  hereby  most  solemnly  urged,  in  the  name  of  their 
Confederate  mothers,  wives  and  sisters,  to  immediately  join  in  the 
grand  effort  to  raise,  not  from  its  members,  but  from  the  people  of  its 
community,  who  are  to-day  enjoying  the  blessings  which  these  women 
have  brought  to  them,  such  liberal  and  generous  contributions  as  may 
make  the  memorial  an  assured  success  before  another  reunion  rolls 
around.  We  must  all  soon  answer  the  roll-call  in  the  great  hereafter. 
Before  closing  our  eyes  on  this  world  let  us  have  the  supreme  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  we  were  neither  ungrateful  to,  or  neglectful 
of,  these  God-like  women. 
I  4.     That  the  resolutions  of  the  1905  convention,  on  the  matter  of 

the  memorial  to  the  women,  ;ire  hereby  re-enacted  and  continued  of 
force  as  to  all  camps  which  have  not  yet  taken  action  thereunder  and 

-  to  such  as  may  desire  to  continue  their  work;  that  each  such  camps  shall 
report,  as  soon  as  it  deems  its  work  accomplished,  with  final  report, 
not  later  than  one  month  in  advance  of  the  date  of  our  next  reunion, 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Co-operation  for  the  women's 
memorial. 

*  5.     That  the  Adjutant  General  shall  send  copies  of  this  preamble 

and  these  resolutions  to  every  daily  newspaper  in  the  South,  request- 
ing their  publication  and  asking  tbeir  most  earnest  support  in  this 
grand  work,  i.  e.,  the  paying  of  this  just  debt  the  entire  people  of  the 
South  owe  the  glorious  women,  enabling  us  to  transmit  to  all  ages  the 
lessons  of  the  devotion  to  duty,  family  and  country  of  the  Women  of  * 
the  Confederacy. 

The  General  Commanding-  would  urge  with  all  the  force  at  his 
command  an  earfy  compliance  with  these  Resolutions  by  the  Camps 
composing  this  Federation.  Expressions  of  admiration  are  often 
heard  for  the  noble  Women  of  the  Confederacy •,  but  the  dilatoriness 
manifested  in  the  erection  of  this  monument  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  Veterans  do  not  have  that  love  and  veneration  which  they 
profess.  They  owe  it  to  themselves,  not  to  the  Women  they  would 
honor,  to  see  that  some  record  is  left  to  show  to  future  generations 
the  feeling  that  dwells  in  the  hearts  of  all  true  followers  of  the 
Stars  and  Bars.  Let  the  Veterans,  then,  see  to  it  that  the  funds  are 
at  once  got  together  to  build  a  monument  so  conspicuous  as  to 
attract  the  notice  of  the  world,  and  so  durable  as  to  outlast  time. 

II.  The  General  Commanding  calls  on  the  newspapers  of  the 
Southland  to  lend  their  powerful  aid  to  accomplish  this  result. 
They  have  ever  been  ready  to  assist  in  alllaudible  efforts,  especially 
in  the  promotion  of  the  the  objects  of  our  beloved  cause;  and  he 
begs  that  they  will  make  publication  of  this  Order,  and  call  edi- 
torial attention  thereto.

Offic r a f  Announcement 


The  Commander-in-Chief  promulgates  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  persons,  the  following  Resolution,  and  an  Abridgment 
of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Flags,  of  this  Organization. 


I. 

RESOLUTION. 

"WHEREAS,  owing  to  incorrect  representations  in  historical  works, 
incorrect  reproductions  and  representations  by  manufacturers  of  flags  and 
badges,  and  in  pictorial  publications  of  all  kinds  ;  to  frequent  inquiries 
in  the  press  and  the  erroneous  answers  thereto;  and  to  general 
lack  of  exact  information  regarding  the  Hags  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  America,  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  that  a  committee  of  this 
Organization  should  be  empowered  to  make  diligent  investigation  and 
report  their  finding  to  this  body  assembled  in  convention,  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee,   in  1904,  and 

"WHEREAS,  the  Committee  thus  empowered  has,  this  16th  day  of  June, 
1904,  made  full  report  of  its  labors,  which  report,  upon  careful  examina- 
tion by  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  is  found  to  be  complete  and 
exhaustive,   and  in  all  respects  satisfactory;   therefore,   be  it 

"Resolved,  by  this  Association  of  United  Confederate  Veterans,  in 
convention  assembled  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  1904,  that  in  order  to  give 
the  impress  of  authority  for  the  guidance  of  all  persons,  it  is.  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  conclusive  judgment  of  this  Organization,  that  the 
Flags  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  were  established  by  legisla- 
tion of  the  Congresses  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  otherwise,  in  the 
manner  fully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Committee 
on    Flags    of    tin's  Organization,   and  that  said   report  is  hereby  adopted." 
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n. 

ABRIDGED    REPORT. 

(1)     THE  STARS   AND   BARS.      (See  Fig.   1 .) 

The    flag-    recommended    by    the   "Committee  on  a    Proper    Flag  for 

the    Confederate    States    of     America,"    appointed     by     the     Provisional 

Congress,    in   its   report   of   March  4th,    1S61  ,   is   as   follows: 

"That  the  Plug  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  shall  consist 
of  a  red  field  with  a  white  space  extending  horizontally  through  the 
-  center,  and  equal  in  width  to  one-third  the  width  of  the  flag.  The  red 
spaces  above  and  below  to  lie  of  the  same  width  as  the  white.  The 
union  bine  extending  down  through  the  white  space  and  stopping  at 
the  lower  red  space.  In  the  center  of  the  union  a  circle  of  white  stars, 
corresponding  in   number  with  the  vStates  in  the  Confederacy." 

NOTE. —  The    union    is   square;   the  stars  five  pointed.      The  'length  of  the  flag 
one  and  a  half  tunes  the  :iidth. 


(2)     THE    BATTLE    FLAG.      (See  Fig.   2.) 

The  Battle  Flag-  is  square,  having-  a  Greek  Cross  (saltier)  of  blue, 
edged  with  white,  with  thirteen  equal  white  five  pointed  stars  ;  upon  a 
red  field  ;  the  whole  bordered  with  white.  There  are  three  sizes : 
Infantry,  48  in.  square;  Artillery,  36  in.  square;  Cavalry,  30  in.  square. 
The  proportions  for  an  Infantry  Flag-  are:  48  in.  by  48  in.  (exclusive 
of  the  border);  the  blue  arms  of  the  cross,  1 Y?  in.  wide;  the  white 
edging  to  the  cross  */>  in.  wide;  the  white  border  around  the  flag 
proper  1%  in.  wide.  Total  outside  measurement,  51  inches.  The  stars 
are  five  pointed,  inscribed  within  a  circle  of  6  in.  diameter,  and  are  of 
uniform  size.  There  should  be  five  eyelet  holes  in  the  hoist,  next  the 
pole.  The  Artillery  and  Cavalry  Flags  are  correspondingly  reduced  in 
all   proportions 


(3)     THE    NATIONAL     FLAG.      (See  Fig.    3.)     established     by    Congress, 
May  1,   18^3,   is  ;is  follows: 

"The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
the  Flag  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  as  follows:  The  held  to  be 
white,  the  length  double  the  width  of  the  flag,  with  the  union  (now 
-  ,nsed  as  the  Battle  L'dag)  to  be  a  square  of  two-thirds  the  width  of  the 
flag,  having  the  ground  red  ;  thereon  a  broad  saltier  of  blue,  bordered 
with  white,  and  em  ilazoned  with  white  mullets  or  live  pointed  stars, 
corresponding  in  number  to  that  of  the  Confederate  States." 


(4)     THE     NATIONAL    FLAG     (See    Fig.    *.)     established    by    Congress, 

March  4,  1865,   is  as  follows  : 

"The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
the  Flag  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  as  follows:  The  width,  two- 
thirds  of  its  length,  with  the  union  (now  used  as  the  Battle  Flag)  to 
he  in  width  three-fifths  of  the  width  of  the  Hag,  and  so  proportioned 
as  to  leave  the  length  of  the  field  on  the  side  of  the  union  twice  the 
width  of  the  field  below  it  ;  to  have  the  ground  red  and  a  broad,  bine 
saltier  thereon,  bordered  with  white  and  emblazoned  with  mullets  or 
five  pointed  stars,  corresponding  in  number  to  that  of  the  Confederate 
States  ;  the  field  to  be  white  except  the  outer  half  from  the  union  to 
be  a  red  bar  extending  the  width  of  the  flag." 


THE    FLAGS    FLOWN    BY    THE    NAVY. 
(a)     THE    STARS    AND    BARS;     Previously  described.      {Fig.  1.) 

The  new   Ensign,   Pennant,   and  Jack,   by  order  of  the    Secretary  of 
the  Navy,    May  20,    1863,   as   follows  : 

(6)     THE    NEW    ENSIGN.      (See  Fig.  5.) 

'The  new  Knsign  will  be  made  according  to  the  following  directions, 
viz.  :  The  held  to  be  white,  the  length  one  and  a  half  times  the  width  of 
the  flag,  with  the  union  (now  used  as  the  Battle  Flag)  to  be  square,  of 
two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  flag,  having  the  ground  red,  thereon  a 
broad  saltier  of  blue,  to  the  union  as  1:4',  bordered  with  white,  to  the 
union  as  1:2.2,  and  emblazoned  with  white  mullets,  or  five  pointed 
stars,  diameter  of  stars  to  union  as  1:6?,,  corresponding  in  number  to 
that  of  the  Confederate  States." 


(c)     ,THE    PENNANT.      (See  Fig.   6.) 

"A  white  ground,  its  size  to  be  as  1:72,  or  its  length  seventy-two 
times  its  width  at  the  head,   and  tapering  to  a  point. 

"The  union  of  the  Pennant  to  be  as  follows:  All  red  from  the  head 
for  three  times  its  width,  with  white  border  equal  to  half  its  width, 
then  all  blue  in  length  equal  to  twelve  times  its  width,  to  be  emblazoned 
with  stars,  in  number  equal  to  those-  in  the  Knsign,  with  a  white 
border  equal  to  half  the  width,  and  then  red  three  times  the  width, 
with  the  fly  all   white." 


(d)     THE    JACK.      (See  Fig.  7.) 

"To  be  the  same  as  the  union  for  the  Knsign,   except  that  its  length 
.      %       shall   be  one  ami   a  half  times  its  width."

I.  With  a  heart  full  of  grief,  the  General  Commanding 
announces  to  his  beloved  comrades  the  death  of  Mrs.  Varina 
Jefferson  Davis,  which  occurred  in  the  City  of  New  York  on  this 
Tuesday  night,  October  16,  she  being,  at  the  time  her  death,  over 
eighty  years  of  age.  Thus  passes  away  another  of  our  distinguished 
Confederates ;  and  the  bonds  which  connected  the  people  of  the 
South  with  the  household  of  our  first  and  only  President  have  been 
wholly  severed,  with  the  exception  of  one  link  yet  remaining. 

Mrs.  Davis  was  such  a  part  of  the  people  of  this  section,  par- 
ticipating in  their  griefs  and  sorrows,  and  rejoicing  in  their  pros- 
perity and  happiness,  and  was  for  so  many  years  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  them  in  every  way,  that  an  extended  notice  is  unnec- 
essary and  out  of  place.  She  was  in  every  sense,  of  the  South, 
Southern,  and  her  earnest  wish  was  to  live  and  die  among  the 
people  she  loved  so  well;  and  what  she  suffered  that  ill  health  com- 
pelled her  to  take  up  her  residence  among  strangers,  far  from  her 
own  people,  is  known  only  to  those  who  were  intimate  with  her; 
and  though  denied  the  pleasure  of  being  with  them  in  body,  she 
was  ever  present  in  spirit,  and  delighted  in  dwelling  upon  the 
heroic  deeds  of  our  incomparable  armies. 

As  an  author,  as  a  wife,  as  a  mother,  as  a  patriot,  as  a 
Southern  Woman,  she  attained  a  high  eminence  in  the  estimation  of 
the  world;  and  died,  full  of  years  and  of  honours,  respected  by  all, 
and  beloved  by  the  survivors  of  the  Confederate  armies  everywhere. 

II.  In  order  that  proper  respect  may  be  paid  by  this  Feder- 
ation to  this  patriotic  and  illustrious  woman,  Major  General 
Theodore  S.  Garnett,  Commanding  the  Virginia  Division  of  the 
United  Confederate  Veterans,  is  hereby  detailed  to  see  that  suitable 
arrangements  are  made  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  this  Order. 
He  is  to  use  his  best  judgment  as  to  the  course  to  follow.

The  men  and  women  of  any  country  are  made  better  citizens 
by  the, contemplation  of  the  glorious  deeds  of  their  ancestry  ;  and 
to  us  of  the  South  (whose  leaders  possessed  in  a  marked  degree  all 
that  makes  men  great),  this  is  particularly  true.  General  Lee  was 
the  ideal  personification  of  a  Southern  gentlemen;  and,  whether

H.  The  General  Commanding  appeals  now,  as  he  has  often 
(.lone  in  the  past,  to  the  press  of  the  country  to  give  their  assistance 
in  promoting  this  movement.  He  feels  confident  that  this  simple 
request  will  meet  with  that  hearty  response  that  has  ever  character- 
ized this  great  power  in  our  land.

I.  Tlie  General  Commanding  announces  that,  according  to  the  custom 
heretofore  in  force,  which  leaves  to  the  General  Commanding  and  the 
Department  Commanders  the  naming  the  date  of  the  Reunion;  the  Seven- 
teenth Annual  Reunion  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  will  he  held  in 
the  city  of  Richmond,  Va.,  on  May  30th  and  31st  and  June  1st,  2d  and  3d, 
1907;  Thursday,  Friday,  Saturday,  Sunday  and  Monday,  respectively,  those 
days  having  heen  named  by  our  host  as  satisfactory. 

No  section  of  the  earth  elicits  such  tender  affection  and  abiding  love,  as 
the  hallowed  soil  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia  retains  in  the  hearts  of 
the  survivors  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  The  comradeship  between 
them  and  their  dead  companions  was  severed  under  the  most  trying  cir- 
cumstances, and  they  will  ever  have  the  strongest  attachment,  to  that  land 
which  holds  possession  of  the  mortal  remains  of  their  old  fellow -soldiers; 
and  they  will  be  glad  of  an  occasion  to  make  a  fresh  pilgrimage  to  this  sacred 
shrine.  This  feeling  is  shared  in  measure  if  not  in  degree,  by  thousands  of 
others  scattered  over  the  face  of  the  globe  who  have  dear  ones  entombed  in 
her  bosom,  and  these  will  grieve  that  they  cannot  be  present  at  this  Reunion. 
Then  there  are  numbers  of  soldiers  of  the  other  Confederate  Armies  who  will 
embrace  this  opportunity  to  visit  the  scenes  of  so  many  sanguinary  and 
glorious  combats. 

It  was  given  to  the  Women  of  The  Confederacy  throughout  our 
beloved  Southland  to  set  an  example  of  patient  endurance  and  heroic  fortitude

from  these  hardships  as  "gold  tried  by  fire,"  nobler  women  and  more  de- 
voted Confederates. 

The  citizens  of  the  Confederate  Capital  have  selected  their  best  and  ablest 
men  from  all  the  walks  of  life  to  make  unusual  exertions  to  have  the  Reunion 
of  1907  ever  memorable;   and  they  are  sure  to  succeed. 

Confederate  Soldiers !  These  men  ask  your  presence  in  May ;  and  their 
wives  and  daughters,  these  gentle  creatures  who  did  so  much  in  the  past  for 
your  comfort,  long  for  another  occasion  to  welcome  the  members  of  our 
glorious  Order  to  the  hallowed  soil  of  Virginia,  that  they  may  display,  as  in 
the  "  trying  times  of  the  sixties,"  that  love  which  they  have  ever  felt  for  the 
Confederacy  and  her  immortal  Sons. 

The  General  Commanding,  then,  in  the  name  of  the  men  and  women  of 
Virginia,  begs  you  to  come;  lay  aside  everything,  and  come,  and  meet  once 
more  in  the  Mate  which  gave  to  the  world  such  men  as  Robert  E.  Lee,  Stone- 
wall Jackson,  Jeb  Stuart,  and  countless  other  heroes.

I.  The  General  Commanding  asks  the  earnest  consideration  by 
every  officer  and  individual  member  of  our  Federation  to  the  action  of  the 
United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  at  their  recent  Convention  held  in 
the  city  of  Gulfport,  Miss.,  recommending  that  the  practice  of  appointing 
Sponsors  and  Maids  of  Honor  by  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  be 
discontinued.  This  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment,  and  involves  a 
radical  departure  from  a  custom  which  has  been  followed  for  a  number  of 
years;  and  he  hopes  that    each  one  will  most  carefully  stud\    the  question. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  earl}-  history  of  the  Order,  we 
had  no  Sponsors;  but  our  beloved  first  Commander-in-Chief,  Gen.  J.  B. 
Gordon,  and  his  indefatigable  Adjutant-General,  Maj.-Gen.  George  Moorman, 
in  the  greatest  love  for  the  cause,  with  motives  the  most  lofty,  put  forth 
unusual  exertions  to  make  a  feature  at  all  Reunions  of  the  presence  of  the 
young  lady  Sponsors  and  Maids  of  Honor.  It  cannot  be  denied,  however, 
that  what  was  intended  as  an  honor  to  the  descendants  of  the  glorious 
Women  of  the  Confederacy  (to  add  to  the  reputation  of  whom  the  Gen- 
eral Commanding  yields  a  place  to  none)  has  grown  to  such  a  degree  that 
the.  Confederate  Soldiers  have  in  a  manner  been  forced  into  a  second  place. 
To, correct  this  condition  was  the  motive  which  prompted  the  action  of  the 
U.  1).  C.  ;  and  with  any  movement  tending  to  make  the  survivors  of  our 
immortal  armies  the  principal  feature  at  all  Reunions,  the  General  Com- 
manding is  in   thorough  accord. 

The  Convention  held  in  New  Orleans  in  1903  recognized  the  drift  of 
matters  in  appointing  so  many  Sponsors,  and  the  necessary  outlay  for  their 
entertainment;  and  passed  a  resolution  having  in  view  the  curtailment  of  the 
custom.  The  recommendation  of  the  U.  I).  C.  makes  so  sudden  and  material 
a  change,  and  the  protests  from  Officers  and  Camps  in  all  sections  of  our 
country  are  so  numerous  and  emphatic,  that  the  General  Commanding  does 
not  feel  authorized  to  accede  wholly  to  the  request  made  of  him.  Many 
appointments  have  already  been  made,  and  it  would  work  a  great  hardship 
and  cause  much  ill-feeling  to  set  aside  these.  Therefore)  the  whole  matter 
will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Richmond  Convention  that  the  parties

I.  The  General  Commanding  has  noticed  with  great  pleasure  the  unusual 
efforts  that  the  survivors  of  the  gallant  armies  of  the  Confederacy  are  making 
to  set  foot  once  more  on  the  hallowed  soil  of  Virginia;  and  his  satisfaction  has 
beeu  augmented  by  the  wish  and  determination  of  these  old  heroes  to  take  part 
in  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  to  Jefferson  Davis, 
the  first  and  only  President  of  the  Confederate  States.  This  order  is  now  issued 
in  the  hope  of  enlisting  in  the  movement  to  honor  our  dead  President  the  pop- 
ulation of  our  entire  southern  country. 

The  General  Commanding  earnestly  desires  and  respectfully  requests  that 
at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Mr.  Davis'  birthday,  Monday, 
June  3,  1907,  the  Confederate  soldiers  in  the  United  States  and  in  other  portions 
of  the  world,  their  wives  and  children,  every  man,  woman  and  child  of  our 
beloved  Southland,  capitalists  and  laborers  alike,  reverently,  with  bared  and 
bowed  heads,  unite  to  do  homage  to  the  fidelity  and  ability  of  our  immortal 
leader.  Thus  shall  we  honor  the  cause  for  which  he  vicariously  suffered,  the 
loftv  patriotism  of  the  men  in  the  ranks  of  our  armies  and  the  noble  Women 
of  the  Confederacy. 

And  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Order  more  effectually,  he  appeals  to 
the  managers  of  all  railroads,  machine  shops,  foundries  and  others  employing 
labor,  to  see  that  all  work  is  promptly  suspended  at  this  hour,  and  absolute 
silence  observed  for  the  space  of  five  minutes.

It  was  to  be  expected  that  those  who  came  to  visit  once  more  the 
scenes  of  so  many  triumphs,  and  so  many  hardships,  would  have 
a  pleasure  given  only  to  those  who  participated  in  these  actions;  but 
the  reality  has  far  surpassed  the  anticipation,  and  a  happiness  has 
come  to  these  survivors  of  our  glorious  armies  which  is  boundless, 
indescribable  and  everlasting.

John  Tyler  Morgan,  Brigadier -General  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  United 
States  Senator  from  Alabama,  past  into  rest  at  Washington  near  midnight 
June  11. 

General  Morgan  was  born  in  Athens,  Tenn.,  June  20,  1824,  and  was 
at  the  time  of  his  death  eighty -three  years  old.  At  a  very  early  age  his 
family  moved  to  Alabama,  and  thereafter  that  State  was  his  home. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  in  1861,  he  displayed  his  devotion 
to  his  State  by  entering  the  army  as  a  private  in  the  gallant  5th  Alabama 
Regiment  under  the  command  of  the  peerless  Rodes.  By  force  of  merit  he 
rapidly  rose  to  the  command  of  a  brigade,  and  as  such  commander  rendered 
most  efficient  service  to  the  cause  he  loved  so  well. 

It  was  in  post  bellum  affairs  that  the  marked  ability  of  this  man  was 
most  conspicuous.  As  a  leader  in  national  matters,  the  constant  and  un- 
wavering consideration  which  he  gave  to  all  that  would  add  to  the  glory 
and  renown  of  his  country  was  most  noted,  and  won  the  plaudits  of  the 
world.  Rigid  in  his  construction  of  his  duty,  immovable  when  his  line  of 
action  was  decided  on,  uncorrupted  and  incorruptible,  he  died  with  a 
character  as  pure  as  the  snow  and  a  reputation  without  flaw  or  stain.  He 
stands  out  the  most  conspicuous  figure  of  his  day,  and  enjoyed  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  all — his  friends  and  his  enemies  alike.  To  the  youth 
of  the  entire  country,  North  and  South,  his  noble  life  may  be  held  up  for 
emulation;  and  "to  be  like  Morgan"  in  character  or  action  may  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  highest  honors  known  to  man.

I.  Inasmuch  as  there  has  ever  been  a  doubt  as  to  the  relation 
which  the  cadets  of  the  various  military  academies  of  the  South 
bore  to  the  Confederate  Government,  and  their  eligibility  to  mem-, 
bership  in  the  Camps  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  the 
General  Commanding  recently  referred  to  the  proper  law  officer  of 
his  staff  a  communication  bearing  on  this  question  ;  and  for  the 
information  of  all  interested,  he  copies  in  extenso  the  reply  to  this 
inquiry,  which  is  as  follows: 


New  Orleans,  July  3,  1907.

Dear  General  : 

I  have  received  your  communication  of  June  22.  1907, 
together  with  the  letter  of  the  Commanding  General  U. 
C.  V.,  of  June  15  ulto.  and  its  enclosures;  and  after  careful 
consideration  of  the  matter  submitted,  I  herewith  present 
my    conclusions    thereon. 

Looking  at  the  question  of  the  status  of  the  Cadet 
Corps  of  the  University  of  Alabama  during  the  war,  both 
from  an  historical  and  reasonable  point  of  view,  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  survivors  of  that  Cadet  Corps  are  fairly 
entitled  to  membership  in  the  United  Confederate  Veterans' 
organization,  and  their  sons  to  membership  in  the  United 
Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans.  I  beg  to  submit  the  facts 
and  reasons  which,  mainly,  have  led  me  to  this  conclusion. 

The  message  of  President  Davis,  communicated  to  the 
Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  as  early  as  April  29, 


1861 ,  specially  recommends  that  ''cadets"  be  "attached" 
to  the  regiments  in  service,  till  such  time  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  qualify  them  for  service  and  commissions  as  lieu- 
tenants in  the  army.  It  was  evidently  contemplated  by 
the  President  that  the  Congress  would  or  should  eventually, 
if  not  at  once,  establish  a  military  school  or  academy  for 
the  training  of  cadets  to  become  officers  in  the  service.  As 
is  well  known,  many  graduates  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute — and  I  believe  of  some  other  military  schools  in 
the  Confederate  States — did  receive  commissions  in  the 
army  at  an  early  date. 

The  history  of  the  Cadet  Corps  of  Alabama,  as  I  find 
it  recorded  by  Colonel  James  T.  Murfee,  Commandant  of 
the  Alabama  Corps  of  Cadets  from  1862  to  1865,  inclusive, 
t  shows  conclusively: 

That  this  Corps  was  organized  by  the  Governor  of 
Alabama  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  in 
1860  for  the  special  purpose  of  training  officers; 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Peint,  N.  Y., 
Col.  Caleb  Huse,  an  instructor  of  that  academy,  was  made 
Commandant  of  Cadets,  and  commissioned  by  the  State  of 
Alabama; 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute,  a  graduate  of  that  Institute  was 
made  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Assistant  Commandant 
of  Cadets,  while  two  other  graduates  of  the  Virginia  Mili- 
tary Institute  were  made  Instructors  of  Companies,  all  of 
these  graduates  having  been  duly  commissioned  by  the 
State  of  Alabama; 

That,  the  Corps,  thus  officered,  was  organized  in 
September,  1860;  that,  in  February,  1861,  it  was  formally 
dedicated  to  the  service  of  the  Southern  Cause  in  front  of 
the  Capitol  in  Montgomery,  Ala.,  when  it  appeared  there 
under  review  of  the  Governor  and  Legislature;  and,  that, 
then  and  there,  the  Governor,  after  complimenting  Col. 
Huse  on  the  soldierly  qualities  of  his  command,  expressed 
his  purpose  to  use  the  corps  in  the  civil  war  so  near  at 
hand; 

That,  Colonel  Huse,  till  lately  an  officer  of  the  United 
States,  there  pledged  himself  to  the  service  of  the  South, 
whose  cause  he  espoused;  and,  as  a  result  of  the  facts  here- 
inbefore cited,  the  Legislature  promptly  appropriated  the 
additional  yearly  amount  of  $8,000  to  the  fund  of  the 
University,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  Corps  of 
Cadets; 

That,  the  Corps  of  Cadets  rendered  military  service  to 
the;  Confederate  States  continuously  from   18(>1  to  1865  in 


the  Camp  of  Instruction  at  the  University  and  sometimes 
in  the  field; 

That,  the  Corps,  when  in  the  field  and  at  the  Confed- 
erate Post  at  Tuscaloosa,  was  under  the  command  of 
officers  of  the  Confederate  States;  and  that  the  service  it 
rendered  at  all  times  was  prescribed  by  President  Jeffer- 
son Davis; 

That,  once  or  twice  each  year,  Colonel  Garland,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  made  visits  to  Richmond  in  order 
to  persuade  President  Davis  to  put  the  Corps  permanently 
in  the  field,  but  in  every  instance — even  as  late  as  1865 — 
he  declined  to  do  so,  declaring  that,  although  the  Confed- 
eracy was  pressed  for  soldiers,  every  cadet  in  the  Camp  of 
Instruction  preparing  to  become  an  officer  was  worth 
much  more  than  he  would  be  serving  in  the  ranks; 

That,  a  detachment  of  the  Corps,  under  Confederate 
officers,  engaged  the  Federals  in  the  battle  of  Chehaw, 
Alabama;  and  that  it  was  an  important  factor  in  repelling 
a  serious  cavalry  raid; 

That,  the  entire  Corps,  after  the  capture  of  Tusca- 
loosa, on  the  night  of  April  3d,  1865,  and  after  the  Post 
Commander  had  been  made  a  prisoner,  under  its  own 
officers,  marched  from  the  University,  engaged  the  enemy 
and  forced  them  to  surrender  the  streets,  and  retreat  to 
the  bridge  below  the  city;  that,  previously,  in  1863,  the 
entire  Corps  was  stationed  at  Blue  Mountain,  Alabama, 
for  the  purpose  of  repelling  a  raid  threatened  by  the 
Federals;  and  that  in  1864  it  was  also  stationed  at  Blakely, 
Alabama,  under  the  Confederate  General  L,iddell,  when 
the  enemy  was  expected  to  attack  Mobile  from  Pensacola. 

If  it  should  be  said,  on  the  other  hand,  that  under 
the  last  law  of  1865,  calling  all  men  of  17  years  of  age  to 
the  colours,  these  cadets  should  have  presented  them- 
selves for  enlistment,  the  conclusive  answer  is  :  that  to 
have  done  so  would  have  amounted  to  desertion,  and  could 
not  have  been  tolerated  in  view  of  President  Davis*  posi- 
tive and  repeated  refusal  to  permit  them  to  enter  the 
I  ranks  regularly. 

In  my  opinion,  in  view  what  has  been  stated,  the 
Corps  of  Cadets  was  in  the  military  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the 
War,  from  1861  to  1865,  and  that  the  survivors  are, 
therefore,  entitled   to   the   honour  of  membership    in    the 
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Confederate  Veterans  Association  and  their  sons  to  the 
honour  of  membership  with  the  Sous  of  Confederate 
Veterans. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  nothing  herein  expressed  is 
intended  to  have  the  effect,  in  any  way,  of  limiting  any  of 
the  Confederate  Veterans'  camps  in  their  sole  right,  under 


the  Constitution  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  to 
be  the  exclusive  judges  of  the  qualifications  of  their  own 
members. 

With  the  request  that  you  will  transmit  these  conclu- 
sions to  General  S.  D.  Lee,  Commander  in  Chief,  U.  C.  V. , 
I  return  the  documents  accompanying  your  communica- 
tion, and  remain,

The  General  Commanding  is  greatly  pained  to  announce  the 
death  of  another  devoted  Confederate  and  distinguished  citizen. 
Edmond  Winston  Pettus,  United  States  Senator  from  Alabama,  a 
Brigadier  General  in  the  Confederate  Army,  died  Saturday  night, 
July  27,  at  10  o'clock,  at  Hot  Springs,  N.  C.  He  was  born  in 
Limestone  County,  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  July  6,  1821,  and  had, 
therefore,  just  passed  his  eighty-sixth  birthday. 

He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  Clinton  College, 
Tenn.;  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  in  1842,  he  located  at 
Gainesville,  Ala.,  and  the  same  year  was  elected  District  Solicitor, 
which  office  he  held  until  his  removal  to  Pickens  County,  in 
1851;  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  1855  and  held 
office  until  his  removal  to  Cahaba,  in  1858;  in  the  spring  of  1861 
raised  the  Twentieth  Alabama  Regiment  and  was  elected  Major; 
October  8  was  made  Lieutenant  Colonel.  In  command  of  his 
regiment  he  won  laurels  on  many  hard-fought  fields,  often  leading 
his  men  with  a  musket  in  hand;  was  made  prisoner,  but  soon 
exchanged;  was  commissioned  Brigadier  General  September  18, 
1863.  In  whatever  action  he  took  part  he  displayed  all  those 
qualities  that  go  to  make  up  a  true  soldier  and  born  leader  of  men. 

Brilliant  in  conversation,  cheerful  in  disposition,  affable  to  all, 
he  won  friends  on  every  hand,  and  there  is  no  man  who  will  be  so 
universally  missed.  There  is  something  pathetic  in  the  almost 
simultaneous  death  of  Alabama's  two  great  leaders  -Morgan  and 
Pettus.  Their  labors  had  been  so  intimately  linked  and  for  so 
many  years;  they  had  worked  so  earnestly  together  for  the  upbuild- 
ing of  their  section;  their  lives  were  so  pure~,their  actions  so  above 
reproach  that  it  is  unlikely  that  any  State  will  ever  enjoy  the  high 
honor  that  has  come  to  Alabama  in  having  two  such  men  to  repre- 
sent her  at  the  same  time  in  the  National  Legislature.

Another  leading  figure  in  the  great  war  of  the  sixties  has  passed 
to  his  reward.  Ellison  Capers,  Brigadier  General  in  the  Confederate  Army 
and  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  after  an  illness  of  many 
months,  entered  into  rest  at  his  home  in  Columhia,  S.  C,  yesterday  after- 
noon at  2:30  o'clock.  He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina, on  the  14th  of  October,  1837,  and  was,  therefore,  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age. 

His  love  for  a  military  life  came  down  to  him  from  his  grandfather, 
who  was  a  captain  in  the  famous  command  of  Marion,  the  "Swamp  Fox"  of 
South  Carolina;  while  his  devotion  to  the  Church  he  inherited  from  his 
father,  who  was  a  Bishop  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South.  At  the 
breaking  out  of  hostilities,  he  associated  himself  with  the  First  Regiment  of 
Rifles  and  was  made  Major.  He  served  with  distinction  around  Charleston,  and 
subsequently  received  high  encomiums  in  Orders  for  his  gallantry  on  more 
than  one  occasion,  as  Colonel  of  the  Twenty- fourth  South  Carolina...  At 
Chiekamauga,  Missionary  Ridge,  Peach  Tree  Creek,  Franklin,  lie  displayed 
the  most  reckless  bravery,  and  was  wounded  more  than  once. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  entered  the  ministry  of  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  was  the  rector  of  the  Church  at  Greenville,  S.  C,  for 
twenty  years;  and  was  consecrated  Bishop  on  July  20,  1893.  He  was  actuated 
by  the  loftiest  ideals,  and  whether  in  the  fore-front  of  battle  or  in  the  sacred 
ofiTees  of  his  Church,  he  gave  the  best  service  that  he  was  capable  'of.  His 
death  has  removed  a  most  conspicuous  representative  of  the  South,  and  his 
Church,  his  people  and  the  country  at  large  have  lost  a  most  worthy  rep- 
resentative.

WHEREAS,  June  3,  1908,  will  be  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  Jefferson    Davis,    the   first  and   only  President  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America,  who  for  four  bloody  years  guided  the 
*     destiny  of  the  "  storm-cradled  nation  that  fell;"  therefore, 

/Resolved,  That  as  a  testimony  of  our  reverence  for  the  exalted 
character  and  unselfish  devotion,  and  of  our  undying  affection  for  the 
great-hearted  man  who  suffered  martyrdom  for  his  people,  it  is 
hereby  recommended  that  June  3,  1908,  be  observed  with  appropriate 
ceremonies  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  our  great  chieftain,  by  Con- 
federate Veterans,  Sons  of  Veterans  and  Daughters  of  the  Confed- 
eracy wherever  they  may  be  found. 

The  General  Commanding  recognizes  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for 
the  Southern  people  to  render  too  much  honor  to  the  great  name  of  JKFFER- 
SON  DAVIS.  To  his  care  and  guidance  was  committed  the  fortunes  of  our 
short-lived  Republic;  on  his  shoulders  rested  the  burdens  of  the  host  Cause; 
and  for  four  trying  years,  with  an  ability  and  fidelity  almost  superhuman,  lie 
directed  the  affairs  of  our  country  with  the  greatest  wisdom  and  most  marked 
success.  With  an  empty  treasury,  without  credit,  abroad,  with  no  resources 
at  home,  he  kept  armies  in  the  field,  officered  by  the  ablest  generals  in  the 
land,  who  led  them,  poorly  shod  and  clothed  and  ill-fed,  to  victory  after  vic- 
tor)-., till  worn  out  with  continual  fighting  overwhelming  odds,  they  gave  up 
from  sheer  physical  exhaustion.  When  the  end  came,  he  was  called  on  to 
bear  in  his  person  hardships  and  insults  that  should  have  been  meted  out  to 
every  soldier  in  the  Confederate  Armies,  if  to  him.  Uncomplainingly,  and 
with  a  fortitude  and  endurance  that  showed  the  man  ,  he  bore  all,  which  should 
have  called  forth  the  deepest  gratitude  and  loftiest  praise  from  every  person 
in  the  South.  And  now,  at  this  distant  day,  the  people  of  the  South  are 
called  on  to  properly  observe  the  one- hundredth  anniversary  of  the*  birth  of 
this  great  statesman  and  patriot. 

Confederate  Soldiers!  Men  of  the  South!  Young  Men!  Southern 
Women!  Rise  up  in  your  might,  and  join  in  paying  simultaneous  homage 
and  devotion  to  President  Jefferson  Davis,  so  that  this  da}'  may  stand  out  as 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  in  the  history  of  America.  When  you  honor  him, 
you  honor  yourselves. 

II.  The  General  Commanding  desires  most  heartily  to  endorse  the 
movement  started  by  that  zealous  woman,  unwearying  in  her  devotion  to 
and  work  for  the  Cause,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Behan,  of  New  Orleans,  to  have  a  picture 
of  Mr.  Davis  in  every  school  in  the  South,  and  to  have  portions  of  his  writ- 
ings read.  No  better  plan  could  be  devised  to  have  the  young  of  the  land 
made  familiar  with  his  features,  and  to  learn  something  of  the  beauty  and 
purity  of  his  English,  lie  hopes  that  this  plan  will  be  carried  out  in  all  sec- 
tions of  our  dear  Southland.

As  State  Superintendent  of  Tennessee,  as  Vice  President  of  the 
Tennessee  Historical  Committee,  he  has  done  much  to  educate  and 
elevate  the  young,  while  his  service  to  the  cause  of  the  United  Con- 
federate Veterans  cannot  be  estimated.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Historical  Committee,  and  performed  much  of  the  work  of  that 
Committee,  whose  magnificent  reports  are  in  great  demand  as 
representing  the  facts  of  history,  and  are  sought  after  over  the 
entire  South.  He  has  done  a  great  work,  and  veterans  everywhere 
will  share  the  sorrow  felt  by  the  Lieutenant-Ceneral  Commanding 
for  the  terrible  loss  the  cause  has  suffered  in  his  death.

-Gen.  Harry  P.  McDonald, 
commanding  Third  Brigade,  Kentucky  Division,  United  Confederate 
Veterans,  died  at  his  home  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  on  February  18th. 

While  the  pre-eminent  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  old 
soldiers  of  his  State  in  the  part  he  took  in  the  construction  of  the 
Confederate  Home  at  Pewee  Valley  (of  which  he  was  secretary), 
endeared  him  to  these  grey-clad  heroes,  he  is  best  known  at  head- 
quarters for  the  noble  work  he  performed  so  ungrudgingly  and  so 
constantly  for  the  cause,  as  Adjutant  General  of  the  Kentucky 
Division,  in  forming  new  Camps  and  keeping  up  the  interest  in  the 
organization  among  all. 

Brave,  fearless,  honest,  generous,  loyal,  and  with  a  rare  sun- 
shiny disposition,  the  warm  clasp  of  his  hearty  handshake  and 
winning  smile  will  be  sadly  missed  at  future  Reunions.  His  death 
has  left  a  terrible  void,  which  affects  our  entire  Federation.

The  Lieu  tenant- General  Commanding  is  grieved  to  announce 
to  his  beloved  associates  the  death  of  another  of  his  military  house- 
hold. Col.  J.  Grey  Thomas,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Surgeon  on  the 
staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  died  at  his  home  in  Mobile,  Ala,, 
on  Friday  morning,  May  13,  1904. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  Dr.  Thomas  was  assigned  to  a 
regiment  in  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  as  Surgeon,  serving 
there  till  forced  to  resign  on  account  of  failing  health.  Shortly 
afterward  he  was  commissioned  as  Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  and  was 
holding  that  rank  at  the  termination  of  hostilities. 

He  moved  from  North  Carolina  (his  old  home)  to  Alabama  in 
1881.  He  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Mobile,  and 
soon  won  many  friends  by  his  ability  as  a  practitioner  and  his 
urbanity  as  a  man.  He  has  filled,  under  appointment  of  the 
Governor,  many  positions  of  importance  and  trust,  and  has  in  all 
cases  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  what  was  expected  of  him. 
He  has  ever  taken  the  keenest  interest  in  U.  C.  V.  matters,  sparing 
no  trouble  to  relieve  those  of  his  Confederate  associates  in  bodily 
or  financial  distress,  and  at  headquarters  his  attendance  was  always 
looked  forward  to  with  sincere  pleasure.

He  fought 
throughout  the  war  without  a  furlough  and  surrendered  at  Appo- 
mattox.

The  ink  is  scarcely  dry  on  the  Order  announcing  the  death  of  the 
last  member  of  President  Davis'  Cabinet,  when  the  General  Commanding 
is  called  on  to  chronicle  the  demise  of  another  distinguished  Confederate 
—Brigadier  General  Win.  B.  Bate,  Judge  Advocate-General  on  the  Staff 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  who  passed  quietly  and  peacefully  away, 
at  6  o'clock,  on  Thursday  morning,  March  9.  in  Washington,   D.  0. 

He  was  born  near  Castalian  Springs,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  on 
October  7,  1826.  His  early  employment  as  clerk  on  a  river  steamer, 
brought  him  into  association  with  the  leading  men  of  the  day,  and  he 
formed  friendships  that  lasted  him  through  life.  On  leaving  this  occu- 
pation he  began  the  study  of  law,  and  was  at  no  distant  date,  elected 
District  Attorney,  which  position  he  filled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  par- 
ties, till  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  when  he  joined  a  Tennessee  regi- 
ment as  a  private.  By  sheer  force  of  merit,  he  rose  rapidly  by  promo- 
tion, till  he  reached  the  rank  of  Major  General  in  the  Confederate  Army; 
and  held  that  rank  when  he  surrendered  with  the  ''Army  of  Tennessee,'' 
in   1865.     He  was  three  times  wounded,  once  seriously. 

He  resumed  the  practice  of  law  after  the  close  of  the  war,  and 
acquired  a  wide  reputation  as  an  able  lawyer,  and  built  up  n  most  lu- 
crative business.  He  was  not  allowed  to  remain  long  in  so  quiet  a  posi- 
tion; and.  was  made  Governor  of  the  State,  which  office  he  held  for  two 
terms,  till  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate,  where  In?  represented 
his  people  in  the  most,  creditable  way — dying  at  his  post  of  duty. 

As  a,  lawyer,  he  was  able;  as  District  Attorney,  he  was  masterful 
and  judicious;  as  a  soldier,  he  was  brave  to  a  fault,  and  his  gallantry 
was  so  conspicuous  as  to  win  the  highest  commendation  in  the  Orders 
of  his  superior  officers;  as  Governor  of  his  State,  he  was  capable  and 
dignified;  as  United  States.  Senator,  he  was  an  efficient  and  fit.  repre- 
sentative of  the  South,  though  his  influence  was  ever  exerted  for  the 
good  of  the  entire  country.  He  finished  a  well-rounded  career  in  a  man- 
ner in  every  way  creditable  to  himself,  his  family  and  his  co/nrry;  and 
has. left  a.  glorious  memory.

The  General  Commariding  is  again  called  on  to  announce  the  death 

af  another  member  of  his  military  household:  Brigadier  General  John  J. 
Uoi'nor,  Paymaster-General  on  his  Staff,  who  died  near  midnight  on 
Monday,  February  6th,  at  his  home  in    Helena,  Ark. 

General  Hornor  was  born  in  Morgantown,  W.  Ya.,  March  21,  .1833. 
He  moved  to  Arkansas,  and  began  the  study  of  bur  immediately  on 
leaving  school;  and  by  that  close  application  and  diligent  attention, 
which  were  parts  of  his  nature,  he  soon  built  up  a  large  practice;  and  he 
would  have  risen  to  distinction  had  not  his  career  been  cut  short  by 
the  war.  On  enlistment  he  was  selected  by  Brigadier  Genera!  J.  C. 
Trappan  as  one  of  his  staff,  which  position  he  held  till  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Major,  and  assigned  to  the  Staff  of  Major  General  T.  .1. 
Churchill,  which  he  held  til!  the  close. 

On  his  return  home  he  entered  mercantile  life,  and  was  as  suc- 
cessful in  that  line  as  he  had  been  in  the  legal  and  military  profes- 
sions. He  was  at  one  time  President  of  the  Arkansas  Midland  Rail- 
road, till  it  was  sohl  to  the  Iron  Mountain;  and  was  President  of  the 
Hank  of  Helena  from  1891  to  the  day  of  his  death,  lie  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  growth  of  his  city,  and  was  liberal  in  his  benefactions 
to  every  worthy  object,  but  above  all  he  was  devoted  to  the  memories 
of  the  Lost  Cause,  and  was  ever  ready  to  assist  those  in  distress.

His  labors  as  a  member  of  the  Historical 
Committee  of  the  U.  C.  V.  cannot  be  estimated;  and  the  able  reports 
of  that  Committee  prepared  by  him  are  models  of  wisdom  and  learning. 
As  a  citizen,  friend.  Confederate  and  Christian  he  discharged  all  his 
obligations  in  the  most  creditable  manner,  and  the  world  is  better  that 
he  lived  in  it,  and  moved  among  the  men  and  women  of  the  day.

It  becomes  the  painful  duty  .of  the  General  Com  man  ding- 
to  chronicle  the  death  of  another  distinguished  Confederate. 

General    Thomas  J.   Churchill, 

after  an  illness  of  many  months,  passed  peacefully  into  rest  on 
Sunday  morning-,  May  14,  at  3:30  o'clock.  He  was  born  near 
Louisville,  Ky.,  March  10,  1824,  and  had,  therefore,  reached 
the  ripe  age  of  eighty-one  years. 

General  Churchill  saw  service  in  the  war  with,  Mexico, 
holding  a  commission  as  lieutenant  of  cavalry  ;  and  on 
the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  in  1861,  he  raised  a  regiment  of 
mounted  riflemen,  subsequently  the  First  Arkansas,  and  was 
commissioned  Colonel.  His  bravery  and  dash  were  conspicu- 
ous in  all  the  engagements  in  which  he  took  part,  especially  at 
Wilson's  Creek  and  Pea  Ridge.  At  Arkansas  Port,  with  less 
than  5,000  men  and  three  smooth-bore  guns,  he  held  at  bay  for 
nearly  twelve  hours,  the  entire  Federal  fleet,  supported  by 
over  60,000  troops.  His  masterly  handling  of  his  men  in  this 
engagement  earned  him  a  Major-General's  commission,  and 
won  the  plaudits  of  Horace  Greeley,  who  gave  unstinted 
praise  to  his  soldierly  bearing. 

In  peace  his  career  has  been  most  honorable.  He  was 
postmaster  of  Little  Rock,  treasurer  of  the  State  of  Arkansas 
for  three  terms,  Governor  twice,  and  in  each  position  he  came 
up  to  the  full  standard  of  a  faithful  Confederate.  He  was 
devoted  to  the  U.  C.  V.  cause,  and  did  most  excellent  service 
as  Major-General  of  the  Arkansas  Division.  He  experienced 
the  greatest  delight  in  meeting  his  old  comrades  at  the  Annual 
Reunions,  and  was  present  in  Nashville  last  year,  though  so 
weak  that  he  was  barely  able  to  ride  at  the  head  of  his  Divi- 
sion; and  for  months  past  he  has  been  hoping  that  he  might 
be  able  to  lead  his  old  command  at  Louisville,  but  the  Great 
Captain  willed  otherwise. 

Tried  in  many  positions  of  trust,  he  was  ever  faithful;  and 
by  capability  and  devotion  to  duty,  he  won  the  laurels  on  an 
honorable  name.

He  has  been  President  for  a  number  of  years  of  the  Nashville, 
Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  which,  to-day  is  possibly  the 
best  piece  of  railroad  property  in  the  South;  and  its  superb  roadbed 
and  ample  equipment  are  a  visible  evidence  of  his  great  worth 
and  wonderful  executive  ability;  while  the  profound  sorrow  mani- 
fested by  the  vast  number  of  employees  under  his  control  (for  whose 
welfare  and  advancement  he  was  ever  working)  attest  his  .gentle 
and  kindly  nature.  His  city,  his  state,  his  church,  and  the  U.  C.  V. 
cause  have  all  sustained   a  great  loss  in   his  deaJoh.

The  General  Commanding  is  pained  to  announce  another 
death  in  his  military  family.  David  Zable,  Colonel  and  Aid  on  his 
Staff,  died  at  an  early  hour  yesterday  morning.  He  was  born  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  September  13,  1832,  which,  saving  for 
short  periods  of  absence,  was  his  home  from  his  birth  to  his  death. 

He  was  in  Europe  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  but  at 
once  hurried  home  to  share  the  fortunes  of  his  countrymen.  He 
assisted  in  forming  the  Fourteenth  Louisiana  Regiment  (of  a  com- 
pany in  which  he  was  made  captain),  and  of  it  was  subsequently 
made  colonel.  As  the  commander  of  this  gallant  band,  the  mem- 
bers of  which  almost  idolized  him,  he  earned  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion in  most  of  the  hotly -contested  engagements  of  the  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia.  When  the  conflict  was  over  he  returned  to  his 
home,  and  gave  that  same  care  to  mercantile  and  civil  affairs  that 
had  characterized  him  in  the  army. 

Attentive  to  his  duties,  honorable  in  his  dealings  with  his 
fellows,  faithful  to  every  trust,  he  was  an  ideal  citizen.  In  his 
church,  to  which  he  was  devotedly  attached,  in  his  family,  every- 
where and  in  everything,  he  came  up  to  his  full  responsibilities, 
an^l  will  long  be  missed  by  those  laboring  for  the  good  of  mankind 
and  the  improvement  of  the  human  race,  but  most  of  all  in  the 
ranks  of  his  rapidly -diminishing  Confederate  associates.

With  a  heart  full  of  the  profoundest  sorrow,  the  General 
Commanding  announces  to  his  beloved  Confederate  comrades  the 
death  of  his  old  army  associate  and  personal  friend,  Samuel  Spencer, 
Colonel  and  Aid  on  his  staff.

times  of  peace  placed  him  at  the  head  of  the  great  Southern  Rail- 
way, which  position  he  has  maintained  for  a  number  of  years, 
bringing  out  the  best 'results  for  this  immense  property. 

He  was  a  true  son  of  the  South,  and  loved  her,  her  traditions 
and  her  people  with  peculiar  devotion.  He  bent  the  best  energies 
of  his  masterly  intellect  to  the  betterment  of  her  condition  and 
accomplished  more  for  the  promotion,  of  her  material  advancement 
than  any  living  being.  His  record  in  war  and  in  peace  was  all 
that  any  human  being  could  hope  for.  He  discharged  the  duties  in 
both  with  the  greatest  credit  to  himself  and  benefit  to  the  interests 
of  others;  and  his  friends  can  point  with  the  sincerest  pride  and 
satisfaction  to  what  he  has  done.

I.  Once  more  in  the  mysterious  dispensation  of  an  All- Wise 
God,  the  survivors  of  the  Confederate  armies  are  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  another  great  leader,  in  the  person  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  this  federation.  General  Stephen  D.  Lee,  a 
Lieutenant  General  in  the  Confederate  army  and  the  General  Com- 
manding the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  breathed  his  last  this 
morning  at  6  o'clock  in  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  after  an  illness  of  a  week. 

He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  September  22, 
1833,  and  had  nearly  reached  his  seventy-fifth  birthday. 

He  graduated  from  West  Point  Military  Academy  in  the  class 
of  1854,  in  which  were  many  who  took  leading  parts  in  the  great 
war  of  the  sixties.  On  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities,  he  was  at 
the  front,  and  as  an  aid  on  the  staff  of  General  Beauregard  he  bore 
the  notificatfon  to  Colonel  Anderson  that  fire  would  be  opened  on 
Fort  Sumter  on  the  morning  of  April  12,  1861,  which  were  the  first 
guns  of  the  great  conflict.  Thence,  his  promotion  was  most  marked 
and  rapid,  passing  through  all  grades  till  commissioned  Lieutenant 
General,  June  23,  1864.  He  enjoyed  the  unique  distinction  of  earn- 
ing the  highest  commendation  in  each  arm  of  the  service;  and  so 
great  was  the  value  placed  on  his  ability  by  the  President  of  the 
Confederate  States,  that  in  recommending  his  promotion  from  one 
arm  to  another,  Mr.  Davis  expressed  regret  that  he  could  not  serve 
in  both,  as  the  position  from  which  he  was  transferred  would  feel 
the  great  loss  of  his  presence. 

Since  the  war,  in  addition  to  educating  the  minds  of  the  young 
of  the  South,  like  his  great  namesake,  he,  as  was  the  case  with  his 
predecessor  in  the  U.  C.  V.,  bent  his  energies  to  healing  the 
wounds  left  by  the  conflict;  and  there  is  something  peculiarly 
touching  in  the  fad  that  his  death  was  brought  about  by  his  efforts 
in  this  direction.     On  Friday  of  last  week,  he  threw  himself  with 


enthusiasm,  and  whole-heartedness  into  the  entertainment  of  the 
visitors  who  were  at  the  Military  Park  in  Vieksburg,  thereby 
rendering  all  most  proud  and  happy,  but  he  became  overheated, 
which  brought  about  complications,  which  resulted  in  death.  He 
would  have  desired  no  more  beautiful  end  to  life. 

As  a  citizen,  with  a  character  as  pure  as  snow;  as  a  Con  federate 
Soldier,  with  a  record  equal  to  the  best;  as  a  husband,  father  and 
brother,  measuring  up  to  all  requirements;  as  an  officer  and 
member  of  the  church  ever  consistent  and  faithful — he  lived  a 
blameless  life,  and  has  gone  to  his  reward  universally  loved  and 
respected,  leaving  another  great  break  in  the  ranks  of  the  U.  C.  V. 

II.  In  order  that  proper  arrangements  may  be  made  for 
paying  due  honors  to  the  illustrious  dead,  Major-General  Robert 
L/Owry,  commanding  the  Mississippi  Division  of  the  U.  C.  V.,  is 
hereby  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  funeral  programme  and 
control  all  matters  incident  thereto.  He  will  extend  to  all  Con- 
federate organizations,  Sons  of  Veterans,  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy, Memorial  Associations,  Veterans  of  the  Union  Aimy  an 
invitation  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  burial  exercises,  so  as 
to  give  the  greatest  honor  to  the  heroic  soldier,  eminent  citizen  and 
courteous  Christian  gentleman.

The  General  Commanding1  is  pained  to  announce  to  his  beloved 
associates  the  death  of  another  distinguished  Confederate,-  a  Lieu- 
tenant-General,  and  the  ranking;  officer,  of  the  Confederate  Annies. 
General  Alexander  P.  Stewart. died  .yesterday  afternoon  at  the  home 
of  his  son  in  Biloxi,  Miss.,  after  an  immediate  illness  of  a  few  weeks. 
He  was  born  at  Rogersville,  Tenn.,  October  2,  1821,  and  had 
therefore  almost  reached  his  eighty- seventh  birthday. 

General  Stewart  was  appointed  to  the  West  Point  Academy  in 
1838,  and  graduated  in  the  famous  class  of  1842,  in  which  were- so 
many  distinguished  officers,  in  the  Southern  and  Northern  Armies. 
He  was  made  assistant  instructor  of  mathematics  at  West  Point, 
•but  on  account  of  ill-health,  resigned;  and  was  chosen  professor 
of  mental  and  moral  philosophy  in  Cumberland  and  Nashville 
(Tenn.)  Universities. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  General  Stewart  was  one  of 
the  first  to  volunteer  in  the  Confederate  Army,  previous  to  which 
he  held  <t  he  rank  of  Major  of  Artillery  in  the  Tennessee  forces, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  drilling  troops  and  fortifying  the  Missis- 
sippi River.  He  was  in  command  of  'the  heavy  artillery  and  water 
batteries  at  the  Battle  of  Belmont,  and  the  action  of  his  batteries 
elicited  the  highest  praise,  and  won  for  him  promotion  to  a  Brigadier- 
Generalship.  He  was  promoted  to  Major-General  June  2nd,  1863,, 
and  to  Lieuten ant-General  June  23d,  1864. 

He  led  his  men  at  Shiloh,  at  Perry  ville,  at  Murfrcesboro,  at 
Shelbyyilles  at  Chickamauga,  at  Missionary  Ridge — in  fact,  in  every 
engagement  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee  from  Shiloh  to  the  close  of 
the  war — and  received  the  highest  ecomiums  from  Ids  superior  officers 
for  reckless  bravery  and  brilliant  handling  of  his  troops. 

"After  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Tennessee,  and  resumed 
his  educational  work.  He  was  subsequently  unanimously  elected 
to  the  Chancellorship  of  the  University  of  Mississippi,  and  held  this 
office  from  1S74  to  188(>.  lie  has  for  several  years  bet  n  one  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Chickamauga  National  Park,  a  position  lie 
held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 


He  was  dearly  loved  by  the  soldiers  of  his  command,  who  play- 
fully and  lovingly  called  him  "Old  Straight,"  on  account  of  the 
simplicity  of  his  character.  Quiet  and  modest  in  manner;  unosten- 
tatious in  speech;  a  born  leader  of  men,  quick  to  detect  the  vulnerable 
points  of  an  adversary,  and  to  push  all  advantage;  stiict  in  the 
exacting  of  discipline,  yet  kind  and  approachable  at  all  times — he 
justly  merited  the  high  position  he  attained,  and  may  be  proudly 
pointed  to  as  an  exalted  type  of  Southern  soldier  and  gentleman.

fought  and  their  mothers  suffered,  and  to  instill  in  their  / 

minds  a  love  and  reverence  for  the  the  memory  of  Jefferson 
Davis,  the  first  and  only  President  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  ,  \ 

"Resolved,  First,  that  we  do  invite  all  Confederate 
organizations  to  unite-  with  the  Confederated  Southern 
Memorial  Association  in  observing  the  Sixth  Day  of 
December,  which  date  marks  the  nineteenth  anniversary 
of  the  death  of  the  distinguished  leader  of  the  Confederacy; 


" Resolved,  Second,  that  the  schools  be  asked  to  have 
the  children  prepare  sketches  of  the  life  of  Jefferson  Davis, 
as  Soldier,  Statesman,  Patriot  and  Christian  gentleman, 
and  furthermore  that  his  picture  be  placed  in  all  the 
schools  of  the  South  on  this  solemn  occasion; 

"Resolved,  Third,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 

sent  to  General  Clement  A.  Evans,  with  the  request  that 

he  embody  it  in  a  general  order,  calling  upon  the  people  of 

-the  South,  and  the  school  children  in  particular,  to  observe 

the  day  with  appropriate  exercises." 

The  General  Commanding  most  heartily  endorses  this  move- 
ment, and  he  most  earnestly  urges  all  the  Camps  of  this  Federation 
to  Tend  their  aid  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  these  noble  "women 
so  beautifully  expressed;  and  he  hopes  for  a  ready  compliance  with 
this  Order.

I.  The  General  Commanding  announces  that,  according  to  the 
custom  heretofore  in  force,  which  leaves  to  the  General  Commanding 
and  the  Department  Commanders  the  fixing  of  the  date  of  the 
Reunion;  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Reunion  of  the  United  Confederate 
Veterans  will  he  held  in  the  city  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  on  June  8,  9, 
10,  1909,.  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  respectively;  those 
days  having  heen  named  by  our  host  as  satisfactory. 

For  the  fifth  time  in  the  brief  life  of  this  Order,  the  people  of 
Tennessee  throw  open  their  doors,  and  invite  the  survivors  of  the 
glorious  armies  of  the  Confederacy  to  partake  of  their  hospitality, 
while  the  noble  and  patriotic  citizens  of  Memphis  a  second  time  beg 
the  wearers  of  the  grey  to  be  their  guests.  They  promise  that  this 
second  welcome  to  their  homes  and  hearts  shall  far  exceed  the 
grand  reception  given  eight  years  ago.  No  city  in  the  South  has 
shown  such  marked  advances  in  every  respect  in  so  short  a  period 
of  time,  and  while  the  cordiality  of  the  present  entertainment  will 
be  on  a  broader  and  wider  basis,  commensurate  with  her  enlarged 
condition  and  greater  commercial  importance,  it  will  not  be,  cannot 
be,  more  hearty  or  enthusiastic.

hardships  than  the  immortals  of  Hood's  Army.  Let  there  be  'such 
an  outpouring  of  United  Confederate  Veterans  as  was  never  known 
in  the  past. 

The  General  Commanding  with  much  pleasure  announces, 
at*  the  reqiVest  of  its  most  energetic  president,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Behajn, 
that  'the  Confederate  Southern  Memorial  Association  will  hold  its 
meeting  at  the  same  time.

The  Genera)  Commanding  annonnces  with  keen  affliction 
the  death  of  his  faithful  assistant  and  co-worker,  Rev.  J.  Win. 
Jones,  I).  I).,  Chaplain  General  of  the  U.  0.  V.,  which  took 
place  in  Columbus,  Ga.,  yesterday  afternoon  at  5  o'clock,  He 
was  born  in  Louisa.  Virginia,  September  25th,  1830,  and  was 
therefore  in  his  seventy-third  year. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  was  under  appointment 
to  go  as  a  missionary  to  China,  but  he  abandoned  that,  and 
enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  as  a  private,  and  served  in 
that  capacity  till  made  Chaplain  of  the  13th  Virginia,  Infantry. 
He  was  subsequently  appointed  Chaplain  to  Gen.  A.  P.  Hill's 
Corps. 

There  never  breathed  a  man  more  devoted  to  the  soldiers 
of  the  South  than  he;  and  for  their  welfare,  both  spiritual  and 
temporal,  he  labored  with  all  the  zeal  of  his  ardent  nature.  He 
endured  with  them  the  drudgery  of  the  weary  march,  he  went 
with  them  into  battle,  he  attended  them  when  sick  or  wounded, 
;md  when  dying  he  directed  their  thoughts  to  the  other  world 
and  the  blessed  hope  of  eternity.  What  he  and  his  associate 
Chaplains  accomplished  in  our  Armies  is  shown  in  his  work 
"  Christ  in  the  Camp." 

Since  the  war  his  best  energies  have  been  given  to 
religious  and  benevolent  work  and  the  cause  of  the  U.  C.  V.. 
the  preservation  of  the  literature  of  the  South,  and  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  principles  for  which  our  soldiers  fought  so 
gallantly:  and  lie  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  valuable 
aid  he  has  rendered  as  Secretary  of  the  Confederate  Memorial 
Association.

I.  With  exceeding  grief  the  General  Commanding  announces  the  loss 
to  the  cause  of  the  U.  C.'V.  of  another  gallant  leader.,  Robert  Lowry,  a 
Brigadier  General  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and  Major-General  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Division  of  the  U.  C.  V.  He  passed  away  peacefully  at  the  home  of 
his  granddaughter  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  last  night,  having  reached  the  ad- 
vanced age  of  seventy-nine. 

Though  born  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  he  was  a  citizen  of  Mis- 
sissippi from  early  childhood,  and  served  his  adopted  State  with  distinguished 
ability  as  representative  in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature;  and  as  Governor, 
he  rendered  to  her  his  most  devoted  service,  and  with  such  success  in  the 
most  trying  period  of  her  existence  as  to  add  greatly  to  her  wealth  and 
advancement. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  B, 
of  the  6th  Mississippi  Infantry,  of  which  regiment  he  was  made  Colonel,  23d 
May,  1862.  He  led  his  troops  in  various  engagements  in  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee,  and  earned  from  his  superior  officers  the  "highest  commendation 
for  his  coolness  and  promptness  in  executing  every  order."  He  was  in  com- 
mand of  a  Brigade  at  Franklin,  where  he  displayed  his  usual  gallantry,  and 
was  commissioned  Brigadier  General,  4th  Feb.  1865. 

Gen.  Lowry  was  of  ths  most  tender  and  affectionate  nature,  modest 
and  unassuming,  and  the  sterling  qualities  of  the  man  were  best  noted  by 
those  most  intimately  associated  with  him;  but  no  one  ever  contributed  more 
to  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  his  State;  and  to  her  and  the  cause  of  the 
U.  C.  V.  the  loss  will  be  the  most  keen  and  lasting.     % 

*  II.  In  order  that  proper  arrangements  may  be  made  for  paying  proper 
honors  to  this  great  citizen  and  soldier,  Brig.  Gen.  W.  A.  Montgomery,  com- 
manding the  Mississippi  Division,  is  hereby  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the 
funeral  programme  and  control  all  matters  in  connection  therewith.

Although  T  have  not  been  able  to  find  in  the  records  kept  by 
Adjutant-General  Moorman  any  written  evidence  that  the  above 
"Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  containing  a  notice,  with  copy  of  the 
therein  proposed  amendments,  was  actually  mailed  or  sent  to  each 
of  the  Camps,  the  natural  presumption  would  he  that  they  were  sent 
in  due  time.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  date  of  this  document  is 
February  1,  1901;  that  it  gave  notice  of  proposed  changes,  set  forth 
in  full,  to  he  presented  to  the  delegates  at  the;  Eleventh  Annual  lie- 
union,  to  be  held  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  on  May  28,  29  and  .'10,  1901  ; 
and  that  there  was  most. ample  time  for  sending  the  same  to  each 
of  the  Camps  before  the  three  months  required  by  the  Constitution  for 
such  notice  commenced  to  run — i.  e.,  on   February  28,   1001. 

Now,  on  pages  74  and  75  of  the  minutes  of  the  Eleventh  An- 
nual Meeting  and  Reunion  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans, 
held  in  the  City  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  May  28,  29  and  80,  1901,  contained  in  Volume  2  of 
the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Reunions,  I  find  recorded  the  follow- 
ing : 

"General  Car  wile,  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  made 
a  supplementary  report  favoring  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Constitution — to  wit : 

"  'No.  1.  In  order  to  strictly  adhere  to  the  noble  purposes 
for  which  this  Association  was  organized  ;  to  formally  add  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  what  is  now  and  has  been  the  custom 
..  and  unwritten  law  of  this  Association,  and  which  is  necessary 
to  prevent  "discussion  of  political  or  religious  subjects,"  or  any- 
thing foreign  to  the  purposes  for  which  this  Association  was  organized, 
from  gaining  a  foothold  in  it,  or  for  giving  cause  for  protests, 
resolutioins,  discussion,  hard  feelings  or  acrimonious  debate,  either 
I  .  in    the   Camps   or  at   our  general   reunions,    all   of   which   have   a 

dency    to    disorganize    and    disrupt    the    Association — to    wit  : 
neither  the  General  Commanding,  nor  Department  or  Division 
manders,   nor  any  official   of    this   Association,   nor  'our   Host," 
have   the   right   to   invite  anyone  to   a   U.   C.    Y.    reunion    other 
Confederates.       This     right    shall     rest    alone     with     the     delegatt 
convention   assembled." 

"  'No.  2.  To  amend  Section  1  of  Article  2  of  the  By-Laws 
to  read  after  the  word  federation:  "Such  reunion  to  be  held  only 
at  points  in  those  States  which  furnished  organized  bodies  of  troops 
to    the   Confederate   Army."'" 

In  these  same  minutes,  on  page.  75.  the  action  of  the  delegates 
on  the  above  report  is  thus  recorded: 

"These  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted  without 
debate."

To  my  mind  it-is  inconceivable  that  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions would  have  reported  favorably  on  the  amendments  proposed 
in  '"Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  and  in  the  identical  language  of  that 
"Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  unless  it  had  had  before  it  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  it  had  been  sent  to  each  of  the  Camps  in  due  time,  three 
months  before.  Nor  is  it  in  the  least  degree  probable  that,  if  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  had  so  reported  without  such  evidence  be- 
fore it.  the  amendments  reported  would  have  been  adopted  by  the 
delegates. 

Corroborative,  also,  is  an  original  document,  in  the  proper 
handwriting  of  James  M.  Garnett,  Adjutant  of  Franklin  Buchanan 
Camp  No.  717,  U.  C.  V.,  presented  to  Adjutant-General  Moorman, 
to  be  incorporated  as  an  amendment  to  the  proposed  amendments  on 
that  subject.  This  document,  apparently,  was  not  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  as  no  mention  is  made  of  it 
in  the  report  Jt.  is  written  on  the  official  paper  of  the  Franklin 
.    .  Buchanan   Camp   No.   717,   bears   its  seal   at    the   heading,"  and   reads 

as  follows: 

"Amendment    proposed    by    Franklin   Buchanan    Gam-p    Ao.    7/7, 
U.    C.    V.,    Baltimore   Maryland,    to    amendment   proposed    to    Section 
1,    Article   2,    of    the   By-Laws,   contained   in    Circular   No.    1?/.). 
Leads  as   follows  : 

"'Such  reunion  to  be  held  only  at  points  in  those  Stales  from 
which  organised  bodies  of  troops  served  in  tlie  Confederate  ArmyJ 
instead  of  the  printed  form,  as  that  form  would  exclude  Baltimorq 
from  the  places  in  which  such  reunions  might  be  held,  as  Maryland 
furnished  no  troops  to  the  Confederate  Army  by  State  art  ion,  but. 
several  organised  bodies  of  troops  from  Maryland  served  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  Adjutant-General  Moorman  will  please  have  this 
form    incorporated    in    the    proposed    amendment.

As  further  corroboration  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendments 
proposed  in  "Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  which  is  signed  as  official 
by  Adjutant-General  Moorman,  I  have  resorted  to  such  contempo- 
raneous publications  of  the  proceedings  of  the  reunion  on  May  29, 
1901,  to  be  found  in  the  newspapers  of  the  time  as  T  have  been 
able  to  obtain.  These  are  the  Dallas  Morning  Ne-ws,  of  Dallas,  Texas; 
the  Daily  Picayune  and  the  Times-Democrat,  of  New  Orleans,  La., 
all  three  of  which  are  of  date  May  30,  1901.  These  are  reports  (tele- 
I      ,  graphic,    of   course)    sent   by    the   respective   correspondents    of    these 

v  journals  on  the  spot.  These  reports  are  identical  in  language",  and 
all  show  that  the  proposed  amendments  were  favorably  reported  by 
the  committee  and  adopted  by  the  delegates.  An  extract  from  one, 
all  being  the  same,  suffices  to  be  inserted  here,  being  that  copied 
from  the  Dallas  Morning  Actcs  of  May  30,  1901.  It  reads  as 
follows  : 

"A  resolution  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  presented 
to  the  convention  and  adopted  that  'neither  the  General  commanding, 
nor  the  department  or  division  commanders,  nor  any  official  of  this 
Association,  nor  "Our  Host,"  shall  have  I  Ik;  right  to  invite  anyone 
to  a  Confederate  Veterans'  reunion  other  than  Confederates;  that 
this  aright  shall  rest  alone  with  the  delegates  in  convention  assem- 
bled;' and  to  amend  Section  1  of  Article  2  of  the  By-Laws  to  read, 
after  the  word  'federation,'  'such  reunion  to  be  held  only  at  points 
in  those  States  which  furnished  bodies  of  troops  to  the  Confederate 
Army.'  "

The  absence  of  precision  of  expression  is  only  too  manifest  in 
the  preamble  to  the  notice  of  the  proposed  changes  contained  in  the 
"Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  in  the  preamble  of  amendments  reported 
favorably  by  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  as  well  as  in  the  terms 
of  their  adoption,  as  recorded  by  the  minutes.  The  terms  "Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,"  "Constitution'-'  and  "By-Laws"  seemed  to 
have  been  used  as  synonymous  and  indifferently.  This  will  appear 
more  clearaiy  if  it  be  borne  in  mind  .that  the  proposed  changes 
sot  forth  in  the  "Circular  Letter  No.  139,"  and  in  the  favorable  re- 
port therein  of  the  Committee  on  Resolution,  are  foreign  to  the 
"Constitution,"  but  do  fall  strictly  in  the  domain  of  the  "By-Laws." 
And  when  the  record  in  the  minutes  shows  'these  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  were  adopted  without  debate."'  while  one  was  specified 
as  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws,  Article  2,  Section  1,  and  the 
other  was,  in  fact,  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws,  the  confusion  of 
terms  is  no  longer  to  be  ignored. 

While  "Circular  Letter  No.  339"  contained  the  proper  notice 
of  "proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws."  the  pre- 
amble thereof  also  declared  the  purpose  to  be  "to  formally  add  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  what  is  now  and  has  been  the  custom 
and  unwritten  law  of  this  Association" — to  wit:  "That  neither  the 
General  Commanding,  nor  department  or  division  commanders,  nor 
any  official  Of  this  Association,  nor  'Our  Host,'  shall  have  the  right 
to  invite  anyone  to  a  U.  0.  V.  reunion  other  than  Confederates. 
This  rigid  shall  rest  alone  with  the  delegates  in  convention  assem- 
bled." 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  changes 
belonged,  from  their  character^  to  the  By-Laws.  And,  after  adop- 
tion, they  should  have  found  their  place  in  the  body  of  the  By-Laws. 
This  might,  as  to  the  form  itself,  have  been  accomplished  either  by 
incorporating  them  both  in  Article  2,  Section  1,  or  by  appending  to 
the  pre-existing  By-Laws  the  amendments  as  adopted.  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  former  method  was  to  be  preferred,  leaving  no  room 
for  misconception  or  doubt  as  to  their  meaning,  and  at  the  same 
time  presenting  one  compact  and  complete  body  of  the  By-Laws.  The 
former  method  has  been  pursued  by  Adjutant-General  Mickle,  and 
has   been    accomplished    in    a    satisfactory    and   logical    manner. 

As  the  first  issue  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  adopted  at 
the  Houston  reunion  in  May,  1895,  published  officially  by  Adjutant- 
General  Moorman,  was  preceded  by  a  description  of  the  contents 
of  the  document,  with  mention  of  the  names  of  the  then  commanding 
General  and  the  then  Adjutant-General,  it  seems  appropriate  that  the 
second  issue  of  the  same,  with  amendments  adopted  since  the  first 
issue,  should  follow  this  precedent,  by  giving  the  names' of  the  present 
Genera]  commanding  and  the  present  Adjutant-General.  'While  this 
description  forms  no  part  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the 
names  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  description  prefixed  to  the 
document  in  some  sense  do  serve  to  authenticate  the  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  following,  while  at  least  affording  evidence! 
of  those  officers  who  were  actually,  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  pub- 
lishing of   these  documents. 

Wherefore,  my  conclusions  are: 

First.  That  a  notice  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,  with  a  copy  of  the  same,  was  prepared  by 
Adjutant-General  Moorman,  and  by  'him  sent  to  each  Camp  three 
months  before  the  Klevenlh  Annual  Reunion,  held  at  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee,  on    May   i!8,   -.)   and  .'50,   1001. 

Second;  That  two  of  the  proposed  chailges  were  duly  and  legally 
adopted  at  thai   i  en  num. 


■  Tiiikd.      That    both    of    these    changes    adopted    were,    in    fact, 
amendments   to   the  pre-existing  By-Laws. 

Fourth.  That,  both  amendments  have  been  duly  incorporated 
in  Section  1  of  Article  2  of  the  former  By-Law's,  where  they  properly 
belong. 

Fifth.  Tliat  the  issue  or  edition  of  the  present  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  published  officially  by  Adjutant  General  JNIickle  in 
1909,  is  true,  correct  and  binding  On  the  United  Confederate  Vet- 
erans'  Association.

Samuel  G.  French,  Major-General  of  the  C.  S.  A.,  the  oldest  graduate  of 
West  Point  and  the  oldest  Confederate  general,  died  at  his  home,  at  Florala, 
yesterday.  lie  was  born  November  22,  1818,  and  was,  therefore,  in  his 
ninety-third  year. 

General  French  graduated  from  West  Point  Military  Academy  in  1843, 
and  at  once  entered  the  United  States  Army,  and  remained  in  it  till  1856, 
when  he  resigned  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  lie  was  in  all  the  leading 
battles  of  the  war  with  Mexico.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between  the 
States  he  was  made  Colonel  and  Chief  of  Ordnance  by  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi, but  October  23,  1861,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Army  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier- General,  and  was  promoted  to 
Major- General  August  31,  1862.  He  served  in  both  the  Army  of  Northern 
Virginia  and  the  Army  of  Tennessee,  taking  part  with  conspicuous  gallantry 
in  many  serious  engagements.  He  defeated  General  McPherson  at  Altoona, 
on  Kennesaw  Mountain,  in  one  of  the  hardest-fought  battles  of  the  war. 

.  He  was  an  uncompromising  Southerner,  but  with  no  bitterness  in  him. 
He  delighted  in  talking  of  the  bravery  of  the  men  who  fought  under  him, 
and  gloried  in  the  achievements  of  our  armies,  and  never  wavered  in  his  belief 
in  the  sacredness  and  justice  of  our  cause.  He  was  of  an  affectionate  dis- 
position and  found  pleasure  in  meeting  his  friends  at  various  Reunions.  As 
soldier,  author  and  Christian  gentleman,  he  set  a  bright  example,  which  the 
young  of  the- present  day  can  follow  with  the  best  results  to  themselves  and 
to  their  country.

Since  the  formation  of  this  federation  he  has  been  a  leader,  oc- 
cupying places  of  importance  at  Headquarters  and  rendering  most 
efficient  service.  He  was  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  Secretary  of  the  Finance  Committee.

'the  death  of  his  warm  personal  friend  and  eo-worker  hi  the  cause, 
Col.  Robert  Emory  Park,  an  aid  on  his  staff.  Col.  Park,  after 
enduring  great  suffering,  passed  to  his  reward  on  the  afternoon  of 
Friday,  May  7th,  in  the  sixty-sixth  year  of  his  age. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  was  a  student  at  Auburn 
College,  Ala.  He  at  once  left  the  school  and  enlisted  in  the  Macon 
Confederates,  a  company  raised  in  Tuskegee,  Ala.,  and  was  made 
second  lieutenant,  boy  though  he  was.  He  was  afterward  promoted 
to  first  lieutenant.  He  took  part  in  all  the  desperate  fighting  around 
Richmond,  till  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Winchester,  when 
he  was  taken  prisoner,  remaining  in  prison  till  June,  1S65. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  war  he,  like  so  many  other 
gifted  Southerners,  engaged  in  teaching  the  young  of  the  South, 
with  the  most  marked  ability,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  two 
colleges  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  In  1900  he  was 
elected  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  has  been  continued 
in  office  at  every  election  since,  a  proof  of  his  ability  and  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  his  fellow-citizens.  As  a  soldier,  as  a  Christian 
and  ns  a  citizen,  he  led  a  faithful  and  honorable  life,  and  has  left  a 
record  of  which  every  inhabitant  of  our  dear  Southland  may  be 
proud.

his  military  family.  Col.  B.  F.  Kshleman,  an  aid  on  his  staff,  died 
in  Narragansett,  R.  I.,  in  the  early  hours  of  this  morning.  Pie  had 
passed  the  scriptural  age  of  man,  and  quietly  entered  into  rest  in 
the  eightieth  year  of  his  age.

Zimmicrman  Davis,  Commander  of  the  South  Carolina  Division  of  the  U.  C. 
V.,  died  at  his  home  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  at  eventide  yerterday  at  the  ad- 
vanced age  of  76. 

On  the  secession  of  South  Carolina,  Gen.  Davis  aided  in  the  formation 
of  the  Washington  Light  Infantry  of  Charleston,  of  which  he  was  made 
lieutenant.

By  force  of  character  and  rare  ability,  he  rapidly  rose  in  rank  till  lie 
became  Colonel  of  the  5th  S.  C.  Cavalry,  having  been  promoted  over  several 
senior  officers.     This  position  he  held  till  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  his** home;  and  was  honored 
with  positions  of  trust  in  the  municipality,  and  in  various  great  corpora- 
tions, and  discharged  the  duties  committed  to  him  with  fidelity  and  con- 
spicuous ability.  He  was  a  member  of  various  fraternal  organizations,  and 
enjoyed  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  associates  who  elected  him  to  the 
highest  offices  within  their  gift.  He  was  one  of  the  most  public-spirited 
citizens  of  the  State,  and  was  loved  and  respected  by  all,  who  will  keenly 
feel  his  loss.

While  the  remnants  of  our  gallant  armies  were  partaking  of 
the  hospitalities  of  the  good  people  of  Mobile,  and  participating  in 
tlie  festivities  incident  to  the  Reunion,  in  the  City  of  vSavannah, 
Ga.,  a  distinguished  leader  in  our  cause  was  answering  "present" 
to  the  last  roll-call.  K.  P.  Alexander,  Brigadier  General  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  after  a  lingering  illness,  breathed  his  last  yes- 
terday, having  attained  the  advanced  age  of  seventy -five. 

Gen.  Alexander  graduated  from  West  Point  in  1S57,  and 
spent  the  years  immediately  following  in  service  on  the  plains  and 
in  instructing  the  cadets  at  the  Academy,  holding  the  rank  of  Cap- 
tain of  Engineers.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  he  immediately 
volunteered,  and  was  assigned  to  duty  in  the  Engineers '  Depart- 
ment, but  was  soon  placed  in'  charge  of  artillery  in  the  field.  He 
rapidly  rose  in  rank,  and  was  made  Chief  of  Artillery  in  Eongstreet's 
Corps,  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General,  and  was  in  command  in 
•some  of  the  most  hotly  contested  engagements  of  the  war. 

He  filled  numerous  positions  of  trust  after  the  war,  and 
whatever  he  undertook,  he  did  with  painstaking  thoroughness.  As 
instructor  of  the  young,  as  the  constructor  of  dams  and  fortifica- 
tions, as  the  president  of  various  railroads,  as  author  of  '  Military 
Memoirs  of  a  Confederate,"  in  all,  he  was  as  diligent  and  careful 
as  in*  directing  his  guns  at  Gettysburg  and  Chancellorsville ;  and 
the' splendid  result  of  his  efforts  is  th.e  best  evidence  of  the  zeal  and 
ability  of  the  man.

"Whereas,  Samuel  Preston  Moore,  being  re- 
garded by  President  Davis  as  a  surgeon  of  high 
merit,  was  called  from  retirement  at  his  home 
at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  on  the  plea  of  perform- 
ance of  sacred  patriotic  dnty,  to  assume  the  office 
of  Surgeon-General  of  the  Confederate  States,  in 
June,  1861,  in  which  capacity  he  served  con-  - 
tinuously  until  the  final,  surrender  of  the  Con- 
federate Army,  devoting  himself  with  singularity 
of  purpose,  great  ability,  energy  and  patience  to 
the  organization  of  an  efficient  medical  and  sur-

"Whereas,  In  addition  to  the  care  of  the  600,- 
000  soldiers,  was  the-  care  of  the  270,000  Federal- 
soldier  prisoners  of  war  bold  in  the  hands  of  the 
Confederate  Government  on  account  of  the  stern 
war  policy  of  the  Federal  Government  of  non- 
exchange  of  prisoners  of  Mar;    and, 

' '  Whereas,  History  does  not  record  greater 
patriotic,  zealous,  able  and  efficient  services  in  the 
performance  of  high  duties  under  difficult  and 
trying  circumstances  than  those  rendered  by  the 
distinguished  Surgeon-General  of  the  Confederate 
Slates  of  America  and  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Department  established  by  his  thought  and  cafe; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  By  this  Association  of  Medical  Of- 
ficers of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  Confederacy, 
assembled  in  Convention  in  the  City  of  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  June  S,  9,  10,  1909,  that,  in  its  judg- 
ment, it  is  entirely  fitting  that  the  great  work  of. 
SAMUEL  PRESTON  MOORE,  Surgeon-General 
of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  and  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Department,  should  be  ap- 
propriately commemorated  by  an  enduring  monu-

The  General  Commanding  most  earnestly  and  heartily 
commends  the  efforts  to  erect  the  monument  to  Surgeon-General 
Moore.  It  will  prove  not  only  the  honor  in  which  we  hold  him  and 
his  medical  and  surgical  corps,  but  will  also  prove  of  educational 
benefit  in  directing  attention  to  other  long-neglected  departments 
of  the  Confederate  Government.  It  will  also  direct  attention  more 
particularly  to  the  fact  that  the  war  between  the  States  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Confederate  Government  on  the  highest  plane  of 
chivalry,  humaneness  and  Christianity.

The  General' Commanding  deeply  regrets  that  so  kittle  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  the  movement  to  erect  a  monument  to  the  former  slaves 
of  the  South.  That  all  comrades  may  be  fully  advised  of  what  is  designed 
he  republishes  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  Birmingham  Reunion  held 
June  9,   10  and  11,  1908,  viz.: 

"Whereas,  There  has  been'  and  still  (is  a  ready  rec- 
ognition throughout  the  Southern  States  of  the  faithful  ;,  ■ 
and  praiseworthy,  the  peaceful  and  lawful  course  and  con- 
duct of  the  slaves  toward  their  owners  and  their  many 
unprotected  families  during  our  interstate  war,  1861  to 
1865;   and, 

''Whereas,  We  deem  it  just  and  due  to  the  good  faith 
and  good  name  of  said  slaves,  as  also  to  their  former 
owners,  and  to  history,  that  this  highly-instructive  and 
most  significant  fact  be  formally  promulgated  and  per- 
petuated ;   therefore,  be  it 

"BesolvecH,   That   it   is   the   sense  of  the   delegates   and 
representatives   of   the  United    Confederate    Veterans   that 
a  stately  and  durable  monument  should  be  erected  at  some 
central  and  appropriate  site  in  the  South  to  the  quietude 
and    praiseworthiness,   and!  to    the   fidelity    and   allegiance, 
i    .        of   the   slaves   to   their   masters  and   their    families   during 
the  great  interstate  war  of  1861  to  1865." 
Only     those     familiar     with     the     beautiful     patriarchal     life     on     the 
Southern   plantations  previous  to   1865   know   of   the   devotion   of  the   slaves 
to  their  owners  and  the  children  of  the  family.     They  were  raised  more  like 
members  of  a  large  household.    The  children  of  the  owners  and  of  the  slaves 
associated   most  intimately  together,  and   enjoyed   alike  the  pleasure   of  the 
home,  all  receiving  the  care  and  attention  of  the  heads  of  the  family,  who 
had  a  feeling  of  tender  affection  for  these  dependents. 

When  in  the  time  of  war  the  men  of  the  South  were  at  the  front,  no 
one  at  home  but  women  and  children,  these  slaves  attended  with  the  usual 
care  to  the  duties  of  the  plantation,  and  looked  after  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  the  defenseless  family  with  a  fidelity  and  devotion  grand  and 
remarkable.  At  this  very  time  the  negro  boys  were  with  the  young  men 
in  the  army.  They  accompanied  them  on  their  hazardous  expeditions;  they 
shared  their  dangers;  they  cared  for  them  when  sick  or  wounded;  they 
bore  their  bodies  from  the  field  of  battle  at  great  personal  risk,  when 
dangerously  wounded  or  killed,  and  finally  carried  the  precious  remains  to 
the  sorrowing  ones  at  home. 

Ts  it  possible  that  a  man  or  woman  at  the  South  can  think  of  these

day, respectively,  those  days  having  been  named  by  our  host  as  satisfactory. 

The  city  of  Little  Rock  will  be  able  to  show  very  little  of  a  Confederate 
nature  to  the  gallant  men  who  are  soon  to  be  her  guests.  She  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  enemy  soon  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  and  was  thus 
severed  from  her  sisters,  and  lost  the  opportunities  of  those  more  fortunately 
situated.  But  the  patient  endurance  of  hardships  by  her  noble  women  in  the 
manner  ever  characteristic  of  the  Women  of  the  Confederacy  showed  that  they 
were  worthy  to  rank  with  other  sections  of  the  South. 

The  brave  sons  of  Arkansas,  separated  from  their  loved  ones  by  insur- 
mountable barriers,  manifested  on  every  battle-field  of  the  war  that  courage 
and  fearlessness  in  action  which  has  made  the  name  of  the  Confederate  a 
synonym  of  all  that  is  grand  in  the  character  of  a  soldier;  and  which  caused 
Gen.  Hardee  to  speak  of  an  Arkansas  regiment  under  his  command" as  the 
"bloody  Seventh,"  than  which  there  can  be  no  higher  praise.

"Queen  City  of  the  West"  will  entertain  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  in 
a  manner  equal  to  the  best  of  the  past.  As  this  is  the  first  meeting  which  has 
beeiji  held  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  for  a  number  of  years,  the 
General  Commanding  hopes  that  the  attendance  may  be  very  large. 

The  General  Commanding  with  much  pleasure  announces,  at  the 
request  of  it's  most  energetic  president,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Behan,  that  the  Confederated 
Southern  Memorial  Association  will  hold  its  meeting  at  the  same  time.

The  General  Commanding  is  deeply  grieved  to  announce  to 
the  United  Confederate  Veterans  the  death  of  our  distinguished 
comrade  and  Honorary  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Con- 
federate Veterans  Gen.  W.  L.  Cabeee  of  Dallas,  Texas,  who  died 
in  that  city  on  February  22d,  1911,  in  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  born  January  1,  1827,  in  Danville,  Va.  ;  was  grad- 
uated at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  N.  Y., 
in  1850,  and  served  in  the  United  States  army  until  March,  1861, 
when  he  resigned  his  office  as  captain  to  enter  the  Confederate 
army,  in  which  he  achieved  distinction  for  personal  courage  and 
military  ability,  and  attained  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General.  He 
was  captured  in  October,  1864,  during  Gen.  Price's  raid  into 
Kansas;  was  held  a  prisoner  at  Johnson's  Island,  O.,  and  at  Fort 
Warren,  Mass.,  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  practiced  law  at 
Fort  Smith,  Ark.,  from  1865  to  1872,  then  removed  to  Dallas,  Tex., 
and  was  four  times  mayor  of  that  city;  was  United  States  Marshal 
for  the  Northern  District  of  Texas  during  President  Cleveland's 
first^administration.  He  was  an  able  and  chivalrous  soldier,  a 
loyal  and  steadfast  patriot,  a  worthy  and  public -spirited  citizen,  a 
fond  husband,  a  loving  father,  a  good  neighbor,  and  a  faithful 
friend.

'  It  is  with  profound  regret  that  the  General  Commanding  announces  the  death 
of  our  latesaud  now  lamented  Commander  in  Chief,  Gen.  Clement  A.  Evans,  who 
died  at  his  home  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  July  2,  1?11,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  his 
age.  His  was  a  long  and  distinguished  career,  both  in  civil  ,and  military  life.  He 
was  born  in  Stewart  county,  Georgia,  in  183  3.  Choosing  the  law  for  a  profession, 
he  was  early  admitted  to  the  bar  of  his  native  State,  and  at  twenty-one  years  of  age 
was  elected  judge  of  his  county,  and  at  twenty-six  was  selected  as  a  Senator  in  the 
Legislature  of  Georgia.  ,  „ 

Immediately  following  the  first  election  ef  Abraham  Lincoln  as  President  of 
the  United  States,  Comrade  Evans,  believing  an  armed  conflict  inevitable,  organized 
a  military  company  and  began  its  training.  He  was  among  the  first  to  enlist  in  the 
cause  of  the  Southland,  and  with  his  company  joined  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia 
at  the  beginning  of  hostilities.  He  served  with  this  army  throughout  the  entire  strug- 
gle, at  times  under  the  immediate  command  of  Gen.  "Stonewall"  Jackson,  Jubal 
A.  Early  and  John  B.  Gordon;  and  was  successively  promoted  to  the  ranks  of  ma- 
jor, Colonel,  Brigadier  General;  and  at  the  close  of  the  contest  was  acting  Major 
General.  When  the  struggle  had  ended  he  returned  to  his  home,  and  devoted  his 
exceptional'talents  and  fine  energies  to  the  rehabilitation  of  our  beloved  section.  Re- 
entering the  legal  profession,  he  added  to  the  laurels  which  he  had  previously  won. 
The  literary  instinct  was  strong  in  him,  and  he  contributed  to  contemporary  litera- 
ture a  valuable  work  known  as  the  "Military  History  of  Georgia,"  and  in  the  colla- 
boration with  the  late  Gen.  John  B.  Gordon  and  others,  prepared  and  issued  a  mili- 
tary history  of  the  war  of  secession  in  twelve  volumes. 

He  was  a  deeply  pious  man,  devoted  to  the  Christian  religion,  and  for  a  time 
was  a  minister  in  one  of  the  great  Christian  churches,  and  throughout  his  long  1  if e 
was  an  earnest  teacher  of  moral  principles.  He  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Prison  Commission  of  Georgia,  a  position  which  he  filled  with  honor 
to  himself  and  credit  to  his  State. 

For  many  years  he  was  the  idolized  commander  of  the  Geoegia  Division  of 
United} Confederate  Veterans,  and  was  promoted  therefrom  to  the  command  of  the 
Army  of  Tennessee  Department,  and  afterward  succeeded  Gen.  Stephen  D.  Lee  as 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  and  was  annually  re-elected 
to  that  distinguished  position  until  failing  health  impelled  him  to  decline  a  re-elec- 
tion. He  was  very  popular  with  and  was  greatly  and  deservedly  loved  by  his  old 
comrades  in  arms.  His  uniform  urbanity  and  gentleness  of  manner,  his  philanthro- 
pic disposition,  his  love  of  truth  and  justice  and  his  faith  in  men  and  God  drew  him 
near  to  all  who  new  him  well.  "While  his  steps  were  in  the  dust,  his  eyes  were  on 
the  stars."

With  a  heart  full  of  sorrow,  the  General" Commanding  an- 
nounces to  his  beloved  comrades  the  death  of  another  distinguished 
member  of  our  "social,  literal,  historical  and  benevolent"  organi- 
zation. Brig.  Gen.  Page  M.  Baker  of  this  city,  entered  into  rest 
at  his  home  late  Saturday  afternoon,  Ma3'  28  instant,  in  the  seven- 
tieth year  of  his  age. 

He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Pensacola,  Fla. ,  on  Feb.  23,  1840, 
where  he  resided  until  young  manhood,  when  he  moved  to  this  city, 
from  which  place  he  entered  the  Confederate  army.  At  first  he  was 
a  member  of  the  celebrated  Washington  Artillery,  but  was  later 
transferred  to  the  navy,  in  which  he  served  as  a  midshipman  till 
the  end  of  the  war. 

Gen.  Baker  was  devoted  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  his  State 
and  to  the  South;  and  was  deeply  interested  in  the  cause  for  which 
he  fought  so  gallantly.  The  paper  with  which  he  was  connected 
for  so  many  years  of  his  life  was  his  peculiar  care;  and  he  delighted 
in  using  it  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  this  order,  in  benefiting 
the  survivors  of  the  Confederate  armies,  in  promoting  the  growth 
and  progress  of  this  section,  and  in  improving  the  condition  of  man- 
kind in  general.

The  General  Commanding  makes  official  announcement  of  the  demise  of 
another  distinguished  figure  in  Confederate  circles.  Senator  John  W.  Daniel,  after 
an  illness  extending-  over  several  months,  peacefully  entered  into  rest  at  Lynch- 
burg, Va..  last  night.  He  was  born  in  that  city  September  5,  1842,  and  had,  there- 
fore,  nearly   attained  his   sixty-eighth    birthday. 

He  entered  the  Confederate'  service  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  May,  .1861,  and 
served  with  distinction  throughout  the  conflict,  surrendering  as  Major  and 
Adjutant-General  and  Chief  of  Staff  to  General  Jubal  A.  Early.  He  was 
wounded   four   times. 

He  studied  law  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
and  soon  had  a  most  lucrative  practice;  but  his  fellow-citizens,  recognizing  his 
great  worth,  sent  him  to  the  Virginia  House  of  Delegates,  ami  thereafter  con- 
ferred on  him  almost  every  office  of  honor  .within  their  gift,  making  him  United 
States  Senator  in  18S7,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of  Jus  death. 

He  discharged  the  duties  of  the  various  offices  he  filled  with  ability  and 
fidelity,  ever  laboring  for  the  best  interests  of  his  beloved  Southland  and  the 
welfare  of  his  Confederate  comrades.  But  lie  will  be  best  remembered  for  his 
wonderful  power  of  speech,  his  charming  utterances  delivered  throughout  the 
Smth.  His  most  successful  effort,  possibly,  was  the  address  he  delivered  at  the 
French  Opera  House  at  the  time  of  the  "Reunion  held  in  this  city  in  1892.  it- 
was  a  polished  and  finished  oration,  full  of  life  and  fire,  ami  abounding  in 
allusions  to  the  bravery  and  fidelity  of  his  comrades  in  the  great  war.  It  may 
lie  many  years  before  the  country  will  produce  such  a  master  of  language.

The  General  Commanding  is  pained  to  make  official  an- 
nouncement of  the  death  of  another  leader  in  the  great  Order  of 
the  U.  C.  V.,  Pinckney  D.  Bowles,  a  Brigadier  General  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  and  Brigadier  General  in  command  of  the 
Second  Alabama  Brigade,  U.  C.  V.,  who  died  at  the  home  of  his 
children  in  Tampa,  Fla.,  on  the  night  of  Monday,  the  18th  inst. 
Born  July  7,  1835,  he  had  just  passed  his  seventy-fifth  birthday. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  enlisted  in  the  Conecuh 
Guards  as  lieutenant,  April  24,  1861,  and  by  close  attention  to 
duty  and  remarkable  ability  rose  rapidly  in  rank  till  in  com- 
mand of  the  gallant  Fourth  Alabama  Infantry.  On  April  2, 
1865,  he  was  commissioned  Brigadier  General  for  faithful 
service  and  conspicuous  bravery  in  battle.  He  was  in  every 
engagement  of  his  command,  and,  though  in  the  thickest  of  the 
fight,  was  never  wounded. 

He  built  up  a  lucrative  legal  practice,  in  which  he  continued 
till  forced  to  give  it  up  on  account  of  failing  health.  He  was 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Conecuh  County  for  ten  years,  and 
resigned  the  office  only  to  go  back  to  his  private  practice.  For 
the  past  years  of  his  life  the  cause  of  the  U.  C.  V.,  his  labors  for 
the  good  of  ,the  Confederate  soldiers  and  those  dependent  on 
them  have  given  him  much  occupation.  He  commanded  the

The  General  Commanding  makes  official  announcement  of 
the  death  of  another  prominent  Confederate  and  earnest  worker 
in  the  U.  C.  V.  cause.  Colonel  Francis  A.  Hervey  died  at  his 
home  in  the  suburbs  of  Mobile  yesterday  afternoon"  at  2:45 
o'clock.  He  was  born  in  Columbus,  Ga.,  June  26,  1842,  and  was 
a  little  over  sixty-eight  years  of  age. 

In  June,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  in  New 
Orleans,  and  served  faithfully  to  the  close  of  the  war,  sharing 
all  the  dangers  and  hardships  of  his  command.  At  the  surrender 
he  held  the  rank  of  Captain,  being  Chief  of  Artillery  on  the  staff 
of  Brigadier  General  John  R.  Baylor.  He  was  wounded  three 
times,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  for  a  brief  period. 

From  early  boyhood  to  the  day  of  his  death  he  was  engaged 
in  the  hotel  business,  was  interested  in  leading  hotels  in  various 
sections  of  the  South,  and  was  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed 
everywhere.  He  was  a  warm,  personal  friend  of  the  beloved 
John  B.  Gordon,  the  first  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  Federa- 
tion, by  whom  he  was  made  a  member  of  his  military  family.

Another  of  the  rapidly-diminishing  number  of  Confederate 
General  Officers  has  gone  to  join  his  companions  on  the  other  shore. 
George  D.  Johnston,  a  Brigadier.  General  in  the  Confederate  Army, 
passed  away  at  his  home  in  Tuskaloosa,  Ala.,  on  the  morning  of 
the  7th  inst.,  at  the  advanced  age  of  78. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  War  between  the  States  he  en- 
listed as  Second  Lieutenant  in  a  Company  of  the  Fourth  Alabama 
Infantry,  and  participated  with  that  famous  command  in  most  of 
its  sanguinary  engagements.  He  was  wounded  at  Murfreesboro 
and  at  Atlanta.  He  rose  rapidly  in  rank,  and  was  made  a  Brigadier 
General  July  24,  1864. 

After  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  made  Commandant  of  the 
Cadets  at  the  University  of  Alabama;  then  Superintendent  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy,  which  position  he  filled  for  five 
years.  He  held  various  offices  of  responsibility  and  trust  under 
the  Federal  and  State  Governments,  and  discharged  his  obligations 
in  a  most  satisfactory  way.  He  was  an  ardent  member  of  the 
U.  C.  V.,  and  served  on  various  important  committees,  rendering 
valuable  assistance  to  the  Association.  He  was  a  polished  scholai, 
an  able  lecturer,  a  finished  writer,  and  a  devoted  Son  of  the  South.

Pie  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Co.  K.,  5th  Ark.  Infantry,  in  May,  1861, 
and  participated  with  his  command  in  many  severe  engagements,  and 
was  wounded  in  December,  1862,  at  the  battle  of  Murfreesboro.  lie  was 
paroled  at  Meridian,  Miss.,  in  May,  1865,  at  which  time  he  was  Orderly 
Sergeant   of   his   Company. 

He  was  devoted  to  the  Confederate  cause  and  never  tired  of  talk- 
ing of  the  days  of  battle;  and  was  looking  forward  to  the  coming  re- 
union at  Little  Rock  with  the  most  pleasant  anticipation,  knowing  that 
he  would  there  meet  many  of  his  wartime  friends.  He  was  of  a  most 
cheerful  disposition,  and  an  earnest  and  faithful  officer  of  his  Church, 
which  he  served  with  conspicuous  fidelity,  living  up  to  what  he  felt  to 
be  his  duty  in  every  relation  of  life.

With  great  sorrow  the  General  Commanding  announces  the  death 
of  another  member  of  his  military  household.  Col.  Edward  L.  Russell, 
Aid  on  his  Staff,  after  a  very  brief  illness,  passed  away  in  the  City  of 
Washington  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  Jan.  28.  He  was  born  in 
£*orth  Alabama,  Aug.  19,  1845,  and  spent  his  whole  life  within  the  bounds 
of  his  native  State,  saving  a  few  years  when  he  resided  in  Mississippi. 

His  career  as  a  Confederate  soldier  stands  superior  to  many,  and 
second  to  none.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  enlisted  as  a  private, 
in  a  company  of  the  41st  Miss.  Infantry,  and  took  part  with  his  command 
in  all  the  engagements  under  Bragg,  Johnston  and  Hood,  and  was  twice 
wounded.  For  conspicuous  gallantry  he  was  made  Color  Bearer  of  the 
Regiment,  and  held  the  position  till  the  close  of  the  war.  In  the  rain 
of  shot  and.  shell  at  the  battle  of  Franklin,  he  lead  an  advance  on  an 
almost  impregnable  position,  passed  over  the  parapet,  and  in  the  trenches 
engaged  them  in  a  hand-to-hand  fight,  and  finally  drove  them 
to  a  second  line  of  breastworks.  He  and  his  few  com- 
panions were  placed  in  a  very  dangerous  position  between. 
the  fire  of  the  enemy,  in  front  and  the  Confederates  in 
the  rear.  As  soon  as  the  fire  slackened  they  regained  the 
Confederate  lines,  Ensign  Russell  bringing  out  his  own  colors,  and  two 
stands  captured  in  the  hand-to-hand  fight.'  His  action  in  this  conflict 
is  spoken  of  as  one  of  the  bravest  acts  of  the  war.  It  is  said  that  only 
one  other  stand  of  colors  was  captured  in  this  battle  by  the  whole  Con- 
federate forces  engaged*. 

Brilliant  as  was  the  career  of  Col.  Russell  in  the  army,  it  is  pos- 
sibly surpassed  by  the  wonderful  achievements  after  cessation  of  hos- 
tilities. When  the  war  was  over  he  returned  to  his  old  home  at  Tupelo, 
Miss.,  and  engaged  in  farming  and  the  study  of  law  in  a  most  quiet  way. 
His  worth  was  soon  recognized,  and  he  was,  in  1876,  made  the  General 
Counsel  of  the  M.  &  O.  R.  R.  In  this  position  he  was  called  on  to  take 
part  in  the  litigation  of  some  of  the  most  important  cases  of  the  day, 
and  was  successful  in  all  beyond  expectations.  He  was  subsequently 
made  President  of  the  road,  and  when  the  road  passed  into  the  possession 
of  the  Southern  he  was  made  Executive  Officer,  and  General  Counsel  in 
addition.  He  had  a  free  hand  in  the  management  of  the  road  under  the 
leadership  of  some  of  the  most  able  and  experienced,  railroad  officials 
in  the  South,  and  in  all  matters  he  met  their  full  approval.  The  road 
prospered  under  his  administration,  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  valuable 
assets  of  the  entire  system. 

He  was  devoted  to  his  city  and  State  and  the  cause  for  which  he 
fought  so  gallantly,  and  delighted  to  aid  the  needy  Confederate;  was 
of  the  most  cheerful  disposition,  lovable  in  character,  buoyant,  generous, 
charitable,  energetic -and  faithful.  His  death  is  a  public  calamity,  and 
has  left  a  place  difficult  to  fill.

The  Messenger  of  Death  has  again  invaded  the  military  family 
of  the  General  Commanding,  and  claimed  the  spirit  of  Cod.  Thomas 
Claiborne,  Aid  on  his  staff.  He  was  born  in  Nashville  on  June 
20,  18*23,  and  had  passed  his  eighty-eighth  birthday. 

Col.  Claiborne  entered  military  life  at  an  unusually  early  age, 
and  continued  in  it  for  a  remarkably  long  period.  He  served  in  the 
Mexican  War  as  Lieutenant  and  Captain  under  Gen.  Twiggs;  and 
in  New  Mexico  from  1856  to  1861,  when  he  resigned  from  the  U.S. 
Army  to  enter  the  Confederate  service  as  Captain.  He  was  soon 
after  promoted  to  Colonel,  and  served  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Jos.  E. 
Johnston,  of  Gen.  Albert  Sidney  Johnston,  of  Gen.  P.  T.  Beaure- 
gard, and  of  Gen.  E.  Kirby  Smith,  as  Inspector  General;  and  sur- 
rendered at  Shreveport,  Ea.,  in  1865.  He  took  great  pride  in  talk- 
ing about  his  connection  with  the  Armies  of  this  country,  but  was 
especially  proud  of  his  service  as  a  Confederate. 

Since  the  close  of  the  war,  he  spent  much  of  his  time  on  his 
plantation  near  Nashville,  where  he  enjoyed  a  very  quiet  and  restful 
lif$,  but  never  losing  touch  with  his  war-time  associates.  As 
lawyer,  writer  and  soldier,  he  was  a  remarkable  man,  and  has  left 
a  good  record.

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  resumed  the  practice  of  Law,  and 
by  care  and  attention  to  business,  and  kindly  and  considerate  treatment 
of  all,  he  built  up  a  most  lucrative  practice.  He  was  a  leader  in  politics; 
was  a  member  of  many  prominent  Conventions;  was  Mayor  of  Mobile; 
a  mermSer  of  the  Alabama  Legislature.  In  all  things  he  labored  for  the 
good  of  his  State  and  City.  He  made  a  splendid  record,  and  came  out 
with  clean  hands,  enjoying  the  esteem  of  all  parties.

He  was  with  his  command  in 
every  engagement  except  at  Bentonville,  N.  C,  at  which  time  he  was  a  prisoner 
of  war. 

He  was  always  a  leader  in  whatever  he  was  engaged  in,  whether  as  lawyer, 
railway  Commissioner,  Commissioner  in  the  Interior  Department  of  the  U.  S.,  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Schools,  or  Member  of  Congress;  and  to  all  he  undertook, 
he  gave  the  best  service  of  his  untiring  energy  and  commanding  abilities. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  the  U.  C.  V.,  and  took  a  prominent 
part  from  its  very  foundation.  He  was  devoted  to  the  memories  of  the  sixties,  and 
delighted  in  aiding  the  fortunes  of  those  who  were  soldiers  in  the  Confederate 
Armies,  or  related  to  them.  He  was  in  every  way  a  remarkable  man;  and  the 
cause  will  long  miss  his  valuable  guidance.

U.  C.  V.  makes  it  imperative  that  the  action  herein  taken  be  embraced  in 
ii  General  Order  to  reach  every  Comrade. 

Gen.  A.  C.  Trippe,  Commanding  Maryland  Division,  is  hereby  directed 
to  advise  Camp  Isaac  R.  Trimble  of  his  Division  that  the  action  cited 
in  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  in  violation  of  our  Constitution,  Art.  IX, 
Sec.   1,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  IX. — Section  1.  No  discussion  of  political  or  religious 
subjects,  nor  any  political  action,  or  endorsing  of  aspirants  for  political 
office,  shall  be  permitted  within  the  Federation  of  United  Confederate 
Veterans. ' ' 

Politics  must  be  kept  out  of  the  U.  C.  V.  or  our  beloved  federation 
will   be  wrecked.

will  be  based  the  Camp's  Per  Capita— which  shall  ac- 
comxrany  it — and  computed  the  Camp's  representation  at 
the  annual  and  other  meetings."  "No  Camp  shall  be  per- 
mitted repesentation  in  any  meeting  of  this  Federation 
until  said  Camp  shall  have  paid  the  annual  Per  Capua 
Tax  due,  and  all  other  amounts  due  the  Federation  by 
.said  Camp.")  The  amount  is  Ten  Cents  for  each  mem- 
ber.

II.  The  Blank  Roll  or  Roster  required  is  enclosed 
herein,  and  when  made  out,  must  be  forwarded  with  the 
amount  of  the  Camp's  Per  Capita,  direct  to  these  Head- 
quarters. The  Constitution  requires  that  the  Command  in 
the  C.  S.  forces  shall  avpear  on  the  Roster.  Do  not  over- 
look this.  Also  hlease  hll  out  and  forward  at  once  to  these 
Headquarters  the  enclosed  blank  c '  List  of  Officers. ' '  This 
is  necessary  on  account  of  the  constant  changes  occuring 
by  death,  election  and  otherwise.  Tins  request  is  often 
overlooked;  and  names  of  officers  on  the  books  of  this 
office  have  not  been  changed  for  years. 

III.  There  has  been  great  confusion  in  the  past  in 
.the  delivery  of  Delegates9  Buttons,  owing  to  the  fact  that 

Delegates  could  not  locate  the  Division  Adjutants  General 
in  the  Reunion  City.  This  has  been  a  crying  evil;  and  to 
remedy  it,  it  has  been  decided  to  send  the  buttons  direct 
to  the  Camps  from  these  Headquarters.  They  will  be  sup- 
plied at  cost  to  the  Camps,  but  duplicates  will  not  be  issued 
if  originals  are  lost.  Camps  should  include  in  remittance 
Five  Cents  extra  for  each  Delegate  to  which  the  Camp  is  en- 
titled, that  the  buttons  may  go  forward  promptly.  These 
buttons  are  supplied  only  to  delegates,  none  to  alter- 
nates, and  they  will  not  be  sent  to  individuals,  but  in  one 
lot  to  Officers  of  Camps  only,  that  they  may  get  admission 
to  the  space  reserved  for  Delegates  in  the  Convention  Hall. 
Do  not  confuse  the  Delegates  Buttons  with  the  Reunion

The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  is  greatly  grived  to  an- 
nounce the  demise  of  another  gallant  leader  of  the  Confederacy.  Francis 
T.  Nicholls,  Brigadier  General  C.  S.  A.,  departed  this  life  at  his  plan- 
tation home  in  Thibodaux  near  midnight  of  Jan.  4th.  He  was  born  in 
Donaldsonvillc,  La.,  on  Aug.  20,  1834. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  was  made  Captain  of  a  com- 
pany in  the  Eighth  Louisiana.  Owing  to  the  military  education  which 
he  acquired  at  West  Point  Military  Academy,  and  his  unusual  ability 
and  painstaking  care,  he  rose  rapidly  in  rank  and  was  commissioned 
Brigadier  General  in  1862. 

Though  he  lost  an  arm  by  a  cannon  ball  at  Winchester,  Va. ,  in 
1862,  and  a  leg  at  Chancellorsville  in  1863  (which  should  have  entitled 
him  to  retire  from  the  army  with  the  greatest  honor)  he  would  not  re- 
sign, but  remained  till  the  close  of  the  war,  serving  with  conspicuous 
ability  till  the  end. 

He  was  twice  made  governor  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  after  the 
war,  and  till  feeble  health  a  short  time  ago  forced  him  to  resign  he  was 
on  the  supreme  bench  of  the  state. 

General  Nicholls  "has  fought  a  good  fight,"  whether  in  the  army 
or  in  civil  life,  and  his  pure  and  elevated  character  stands  out  for 
imitation  by  the  people,  and  his  upright  and  manly  action  under  all  con- 
ditions will  fill  a  bright  page  of  history.

The  need  for  an  Official  Confederate  Reunion  Badge 
that  will  locate  the  wearer  by  Division,  Camp  and  place  of 
residence  has  been  keenly  felt  by  every  Veteran  who  has 
ever  attended  a  reunion  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans' 
Association.  Such  a  badge  the  Adjutant-General  is  now 
prepared  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Veterans  and  the 
Camps  at  a  nominal  price. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Division  and 
of  each  Camp  to  have  badges  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members.  This  entailed  a  double  expense,  multiplied  badges, 
and  created  no  end  of  confusion,  in  addition  to  the  annoy- 
ance to  the  Veterans,  the  Adjutants  of  Camps  and  of  Di- 
visions. There  was  no  uniformity  in  size,  shape  or  color; 
in  many  instances  the  location  of  the  Camp  was  omitted, 
an4  rarely,  if  ever,  did  the  Division  appear  on  the  Camp 
badge.  Local  badges  were  frequently  exchanged  between 
comrades,  and,  where  several  badges  were  worn,  it  was  im- 
possible to  tell  from  them  to  what  Camp  or  Division  the 
Veteran  belonged. 

The  Official  Badge  overcomes  this  difficulty,  and  locates 
the  wearer  at  a  glance. 

The  badge  consists  of  a  celluloid  flag  of  blue,  with  a 
white  star  irt  the  center  ("The  Bonnie  Blue  Fla<*.  which 
Bears  a  Single  Star"),  on  which  is  the  head  of  Gen.  Jno.  B. 
Gordon,  First  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  U.  C.  V.  Above 
and  below  the  star  are  the  words  "Macon,  Ga.,  Reunion  U.

It  tells  the  story  at  a 
glance,  and  will  make  a  most  desirable  souvenir  of  the  Re- 
union. The  badges  can  be  arranged  to  suit  the  Staff  of  the 
various  Commanders. 

*  These  badges  will  be  suplied  at  the  following  prices : 
For  less  than  five,  thirty  cents  each ;  six  to  fifty,  twenty-five 
cents  each;  in  lots  of  fifty-one  and  up  to  one  hundred,  at 
twenty -two  cents  each ;  in  lots  of  one  hundred  and  upwards, 
at  twelve  and  one-half  cents  each.  At  these  prices  the  badges 
are  easily  within  the  reach  of  every  Camp  and  Veteran,  and 
each  comrade  should  have  one  as  a  pleasing  reminder  of  the 
Reunion.
